Mr, Z. A. Hubley of Worcester, Mass., Finds 
Difficulty ig Securing a Settlement of 
His Dem les Find an Ex- 
¢use in the Fact That He Carried an 
Unusual Amount of Accident Protection 
“Story of the Mishap That Cost the 
Claimant a Finger. : 

Mr. Z. A. Hubley of Worcester, Mass., was 
accidentally shot in the left hand last August. 
Mr. Hubley carried sucha large amount of 
insurance that had the companies decided to 
pay him the regular weekly indemnity he 
would have been receiving since that date no 
less than $650 a week, for he held policies in 
no less than twenty-one companies. Many 
weeks, however, have passed away since Mr. 
Hubley’s left hand was injured and as yet 
only one company has paid him any money. 
The others hav¢ refused to pay until a thor- 
ough investigation is made as to why Mr. 
Hubley carried such an unusually large 
amount of insurance. As it now stands Mr. 
Hubley loses the middle finger of his left 
hand. Had he Jost the entire hand he would 
have had a claim against his combination of 
insurance companies for $64,000. Mr. Hub- 
ley has offered to settle with some of the com- 
panies on a basis of twenty week’s indemnity.

| Mr. Hubley’s Story. 

Mr. Hubley’s statement of the mishap, 
made by him to the insurance adjusters, is as 
follows: -| 

Aug. 4 last, left my father’s house with my 
brother, Hibbert Hubley, and N. E. Taft and 
went back of my father’s farm to a pasture two 
or three miles away, and on returning between 5 
and 6 o'clock, just outside of the farm I saw two 
crows, I crept np towards them, but when near- 
ly ready to fire they flew. I then returned 
along the fence, which is a high stone 
wall with brush on top of — it. 
A tree grows near the gate which is also covered 
with brush and branches of the tree hang down 
over it. I climbed over the gate with the gun on 
my left shoulder. My coat was hanging on the 
stock of the gun which I'was catrying with the 
muzzle forward and « cked. AsI jumped down 
something caught the gun or my coat and drew 
the barrels through my hand. The right hand 
barre] was discharged and shot my hand. My 
brothér and Mr, Taft were three or four rods 
away atthe time. In 1891 I carried $60,000 
more insurance than I do now.”

Blossom’s Statement. 

Mr. Blossom, the investigator, tells this 
story of what has been done in Mr. Hubley’s 
case: 

“ Under the terms of the policy Mr. Hubley 
was to receive from all the companies a total 
indemnity of $650 per week in case of disa- 
bility and $64,000 if'one of his hands was 
amputated at or above the wristasa result of 
injuries. As he lost the middle finger only of 
his left hand Mr. Hubley is therefore entitled 
to the weekly indemnity only. When notified 
of the accident the insurance compa- 
ies began to look into the case. 
Dr. John H. Duggan, medical examiner of 
the Star Accident company of Chicago, wrote 
his company that * from the nature of the 
wound claimant was very likely holding his 
hand over the mouth of the barrel when the 
gun was discharged. I do not see how the in- 
jury could have taken place otherwise.” 

T. S. Quincey, Secretary and Treasurer of 
the Star Accident company, took charge of 
the investigation for his company, and it 
seeins did much toward helping the other com- 
panies out in proposing to resist payment. 
Mr. Hubley’s policy with the Sun Accident 
Association had lapsed when the acci- 
dent occurred, so Secretary Schmitt 
states, and the company did not re. 
ceive his assessment until Aug, 7, 
when his reinstatement receipt was sent. 
When the assessment was sent from Worcester 
nothing was said about the injury, so Secre- 
tary Schmitt says, although it had already oc- 
curred, but as soonas the receipt arrived 
there notice wag sent the company. The 
company employed Attorney W. A. Gill of 
Worcester to investigate. Under date of Aug. 
16 Mr. Gill wrote as follows: 

Have just had an interview with Hubley. Don’t 
think the injury was self-inflicted. The loft 
hand is badly shattered and may require ampu- 
tation. The accident happened while he was 
getting over a fence.

Detzorr, Mich., Oct. 15.—[{Special. |—Fire 
was discovered at 11:20 last night on the fifth 
floor of the Boydell’ Bros.’ block on Cham- 
plain street, the four numbers, 40, 42, 44, 
and 46, being occupied by the firm's 
paint works; Ed T. Lee, glass; Eagle 
Paper-Box company, and Detroit Fly-Paper 
company. The fitth floor occupied by the 
fly-paper company was soon in flames, and 
as the wind was blowing a gale a 
general alarm was turned in. Flames 
burst through the roof within ten minutes 
and Harmonie Hall, on the corner of Beaubien 
and Champlain streets, was on fire in the fifth 
story, Then the flames went downward to the 
inflammable oil, naphtha, and paint stock 
of Boydell Brothera, going through into 
Harmonie Hail as it went. At 1 o’clock, 
after|a series of heavy explosions in the Boy- 
dell |Block, the third floor fell, carry- 
ing everything with it through to the 
basement. A moment later Harmonie’s roof 
and five floors went down tothe basement. 
But a moment before George Boehnline, the 
janitor at Harmonie Hall had gone into the 
basement to take out some champagne stored 
there. He was seen but a moment before the 
crash came going further into the building, 
and unquestionably lost his life. Three hook 
and ladder men were painfully but not serious- 
ly hurt by flying brick and glass thrown by 
an explosion. The flames then forced 
around the rear into the Globe Tobacco 
works, occupying Nos. 34, 36, and 38 
Chaplain street, and at 2:15 a. m. 
the works appeared doomed. It was 
believed by the department _ that 
they then had the fire under control. The 
toba¢co works is four stories high. All were 
built|' of brick with fire walls. No ac- 
curate estimate of losses can be obtained. The 
total loss is propably not less than $400,000, 
of which Boydell Bro.s’ will stand $200,000.

Both engines reached the crossing together. The 
Baltimore and Ohio engine caught the freight 
engine squarely in the middle, broke it in 
two, and flung it across the track. Three 
freight cars were destroyed. Only three Bal- 
timore and Ohio passengers were badly hurt. 
Both tracks were blocked for several hours 
and passengers had to get down-town in 
street cars. Engine No. 14 of the Northern 
Pacific was wrecked early in the morning 
near the Cicero gas works, got off the tracks 
in the Forty-eighth street yards, and ended its 
career last night. 


ILLINOIS CENTRAL TRAINS COLLIDE, 


Repetition of the Jackson Horror Nar- 
rowly Averted at Van Buren Street. 

It looked tora minute yesterday as if Fri- 
day’s horror at Jackson, Mich., was to be re- 
peated at the Van Buren Street Station of the 
Illinois Central. : 

At 3 o’clock a suburban train from South 
Chicago was standing at the station. It had 
just stopped to take on passengers, and the 
usual swarm of people bound for the World’s 
Fair and suburban stations was crowing on 
board. Suddenly there came from’ the north 
the screech of aloeomotive whistle. Itstartled 
everybody. Railroad men knew on the in- 
stant it was the whistle for brakes. Looking 
back people saw a Grand Crossing suburban“ 
train coming at full speed on the same track 
on which the South Chicago train was stand- 
ing. Out of the cab window of the engine 
learned the white, scared face of the engineer, 

The crash came. Half a dozen nen jumped 
from the platform of the rear coach just in 
time to escape the oncoming engine. It struck 
the car. and the passengers inside, who had 
been unable to get out, were thrown in con- 
fusion about the car. Screams came from 
within and without the train. 

When the excitement had partly subsided it 
was found that outside of bruises none of the 
passengers or train men was injured. The 
platform of the rear car was ground to splin- 
ters and the boiler of the engine of the second 
train was badly crushed. 

The cause of the accident, it is said, was ex- 
actly the same as that of the great disaster at 
Jackson, Mich., Friday. The responsibility 
for it has net been determined, but so far it 
seeins to rest between three of the trainmen— 
George Bennett, the engineer; W. Hastings, 
the conductor; and C. A. Gilham, the brake- 
man of the Grand Crossing train. This was 
one of the extra suburban trains run to ac- 
commodate the Worild’s Fair travelers. The 
engine was coupled as usual. Brakeman 
Gilham claims that he coupled the air con- 
nection also as usual, The conductor say4 ha

Chief Operater Barclay Says the Storm Is 
the Worst in Years. 


Chief Operator Barclay of the Western 
Union said last night communication with the 
East was aguin possible withuut the use of ex- 
traordinary means. 

“The storm of last night,” he said, ‘ was 
widespread on the Eastern coast. We went 
all to pieces. I never saw the air so full ot 
moisture. It seemed that the wires ran 
through regular rivers of water. But we 
would have been able to get our stuff through 
if it had not been for the wind. That broke 
down the wites, and, as the operators say, 
‘gummed the lines all up.’ Things were in 
the worst shape they have been since the great 
New York blizzard in which Roscoe-Conkling 
met, with fatal injuries. 

‘Today hundreds of linemen have been at 
work, and tonight we have direct communica- 
tion with all the Eastern cities. We are, how- 
ever, still short of our regular facilities and 
are behind on our work. Today there was a 
terrific wind-storm in Buffalo, the worst, the 
operator says,ever known there. That has 
complicated matters somewhat, but still its 
effects are local to Buffalo and vicinity. 
Under ordinary circumstances we can get 
from forty to fifty sending wires to New York. 
Tonight the number is much less.”’ 

Later in the.evening Mr. Barclay admitted 
that the Western Union was still dly crip- 
pled, that he had been too sanguine in his 
previous views, and that the wires he expected 
oe ee in working order had not material- 
ized.

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FOUND AT THE WRECK 


PORTION OF SKULL DISCOVERED IN 
RAILROAD YARDS. 


Believed to Be the Only Remains of Un- 

known Passenger on the Demolished 

' Treain—Michael MeCoy, Whe Was in a 

Rear Car, Is Missing=Two More of the 

Injured Likely to Die=Shipment of Re- 

mains East=Opinion of a Coroner's 
Juror. 


Jackson, Mich., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
There are no known additions to the list of 
dead from yesterday’s wreck on the Michigan 
Central, but early this morning a number of 
boys and men while digging in the refuse on 
the north banks of the yards near where the 
wreck occurred, found half ofa skull, a hu- 
man tongue, and a set of false. teeth; the 
skull is that of a man with raven biack hair. 
James McCoy of Elmira, N. Y., claims to 
have had a brother Michael on the train, who 
was not listed in either the dead or injured, 
to whom he believes the missing members 
found in the north bank may have belonged. 
He said: 

I have searched the town over and have not ob- 
tained the slightest clew to him. He was there 
on the train right in the rear of car. 

v im outonthe platform for a smoke,

Prosecuting Attorney Kirby said that the 
wreckage in the big accident fourteen years 
ago was tired and that women were burned up 
that were never heard from, and that it was 
claimed living people were burned up in. the 
wreckage. 

Many whose injuries were at first reported 
fatal have an even chance of life. Miss 
Blanche Beardslee of Canton, Pa., Miss 
Johanna Healy, Morris Run,. Pa., are being 
eared for at the Hibbard House, but their 
deaths are expected before tomorrow. 
Johanna Healy sustained a deep cut over the 
left eye, a fracture of the humerus and com- 
pound fracture of both ankles. The flesh 
was literally torn away from the lower por- 
tion of Miss Beardslee’s body, in addition to 
which she suffered internal injuries and a 
deep cut over the left eye. Seven of the 
thirteen dead bodies were conveyed East at 
an early hour this morning and the remain- 
ing cor are ready for shipment on east- 
bound No, 6 which leaves here at 9:35 this 
evening.

SAYS HE POUNDED HIM WITH #7WRENCH 


A Stable Boy’s Story of the Assault of 
Sloan on Schrecker. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Oct. 14.—[Special.]—One 
of the most brutal murders ever known to the 
police of this city was committed at Noble’s 
livery stable, Fortieth street, last night. 
John Schrecker, a confectioner who stables 
his team at Noble’s livery stable, was the 
victim, and Edward Sloan, a carriage driver, 
the assailant.

He then dragged the body behind 
a horse, evidently to convey the impression 
that Schrecker had been kicked to death 
the animal. Sloan then took a watch an 
other vaivables from his victim. Sioan 
turned to leave the stable, met the stable boy, 
and started after him. The terror-stricken 
hostler ran to the Eighth Ward Police Station 
and reported the murder. After a long search 
Sloan was located, arrested, and sent to jail. 
Schrecker is yet living, but cannot recover.

LINE OF PARADE FOR MARINE DAY. 


Boats Will Be Highly Decorated and Will 
Traverse All the Waterways. 

Chief Collins of the Fisheries Department 
sent out yesterday the rules and regulations 
governing the two pfocessions with which 
* Marine day”’ is to be celebrated Oct. 25. 
In the case of the 10 a. m. procession all 
steam and electric launches and other motor 
boats are required to rendezvous just north of 
the center Liberal Arts landing. 

The boats will follow the leading boat 
through the central arches of all bridges, go- 
ing north on the east side of Wooded isle and 
south on the west side, through the north 


canal, then through the Grand Basin, moving | 


east on the south side and west on the north 
side, and back through the north canal to the 
southeast landing of Wooded Isle, where they 
will disband. Alileboats are required to keep 
fifty feet apart and to keep astern of the 
boats leading them at the start. 

After a display of anchored floats in the 
Grand Basin, consisting of allegorical repre- 
sentations of marine scenes, in the afternoon, 
the boats participating in the morning pro- 
cession will assemble at the southeast ing 
of Wooded Isie at 7 p.m. forthe evening 
procession, which will move promptly at 7:30 

.m. It will,as in the morning, follow the 
eading boat over the same course, except 
that it will move through the north canal into 
the Grand Basin, and, after going around it 
twice, proceed to the southeast landing of the 
Wooded Isle, where it will disband. 

In order to excite the ambition of the deco- 
rators of the boats it has been decided to of- 
fer eight prizes for the eight boats with the 
finest decorations. The amounts are $40, 
$35, $30, $25, $20, $15, $10, and $5. The 
judges who will award them are Robert 
Ansiey.

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MAY GO TO THE FAIR. 


Mr. Revell Has Disposed of 15,000 Tickets, 
Others Have Joined Him in Making 
Children’s Week a Success, and Several 
Persons Have Arranged to Take Whole 
Schools to the ition 
and Suburban School Children to Have 
an Opportunity to Go. 


For the next seven days the Fair will be in 
the hands of the children of Chicago’s public 
schools. Forty thousand strong they will 
march through the gates and throng the 
ground’, The dignified Columbian Guards 
will stand no show before the onslaught of 
the thousands of youngsters. 

The proposition to send the children to the 
Fair has grown from a simple resolution in 
the Board of Education to a popular enter- 
prise. It was such a worthy object that the 
school boards of surrounding suburbs have 
emulated Chicago’s example and will close 
also. Arrangements are being made by 
C. B. Congdun and others of Evanston 
whereby the schools of that city 
will be closed for three days 
to give the children a chance to see the Fair. 
Preparations are being made, too, to furnish 
them tickets on the Chicago plan. Friday 
night the School Board of the Town of Cicero 
passed a resolution to close the schools dur- 
ing the week. | 

In the 230 schools of Chicago the 148,000 
children are showing their enthusiasm over 
the project by making an overwhelming de- 
mand for tickets, Although the free tickets 
were to be given only to those who had not 
seen the Fair and whose parents were not able 
to send them, it has been found hard to make 
a distinction and few applications have met 
with refusal. Alexander H. Reveil, who first 
made the pruposition in the School Board and 
has since been energetically carrying it out, 
had by last evening sent 15.000 tickets to 
Supt. Lane for distribution among the 
schools. Over 9,000 of these have been put 
into the hand of principals and teachers and 
to-morrow and Tuesday the remainder will be 
distributed. Mr. Revell concluded not to 
wait for popular subscription and bought the 
tickets and sent them on his own responsi- 
bility. Later the following men associated 
themselves with him in guaranteeing the pay- 
ment of the tickets:

Many Tickets Bought Anonymously. 


The 15,000 tickets sent by Mr. Revell to 
Supt. Lane for distribution do not indicate 
the number of tickets that have been pur- 
chased for the school children, A great num- 
ber were sold yesterday to men calling at 
Revell’s. They did not leave their names, but 
many of them are charitably inclined men 
who wish to present the tickets to the poor in 
the schools in their neighborhood. Any one 
who feels so disposed can send money to Mr. 
Reyell for the purchase of tickets, and they 
will be forwarded at once to Mr, Lane for dis- 
tribution among worthy children. Amo 
those who have purchased tickets for the chil- 
dren are John C. Dore, 200, and C. C. Chase, 
100. 

The popularity of the movement is grow- 
ne Sen Thomas J. Chalmers was fortunate 
in having a school named after him near 
Douglas Park. He proposes to show his a 
preciation by sending all the pupils and teach- 
ers to the Fairin a special ‘train. Their ad- 
mission and incidental expenses will be paid 
by him, and he says they are to have “‘a rous- 
ing time.”’ He has arranged with the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific for the train, and in an- 
ticipation of a large crowd will probably make 
it two trains of ten coaches each. This will 
provide a pleasant, comfortable ride, with no 
annoying transfers. To avoid any confusion 
the following notice has been issued to the 
pupils: 

The special World’s Fair train will leave 
Douglas Park Station promptly at 8 a. m. Mon- 
day. Teachers and pupils‘will meet at Thomas 
Chalmers School at 7:15 a. m., where badges 
will be provided. The train will leave Jackson 
Park Terminal Station at Sp-m., allowing the 
children time to witness the, illuminations and 
see tho electric fountains. It is yeone that 
the parents meet their children at Douglas Park 
on the return trip and see them safely home. 

Bertha Benson, the Principal, will be in 
charge of the party. While on the grounds 
the teachers will look after the children in 
their classes where they are too young to 
take proper care of themselves. Parents of 
children who are too poor to visit the Fair are 
welcome to join the party, and it is expected 
that a large number of them will go. 

The heirs of ex-Judge Skinner, after whom 
the Skinner School was named, will send all 
the children of that school who have not yet 
visited the Fair. They will be provided with 
tickets‘and expense money. It is expected 
several hundred will take advantage of this 
offer. The teachers of the school.have volun- 
teered to look after the welfare of the smaller 
children during the day. 

Thomas Brennan will also look after the 
Brennan school which was named after him. 
He will furnish the children tickets and see 
that they have a comfortable visit at the Fair. 

John A. Wadams, Principal of the Tilton 
School, has taken the matter into his own 
bands, and will run a train for the benefit of 
his pupils. He has arranged with the Chicago 
and Northeru Pacific for transportation for 
the entire school. It is not known yet when 
Principal Wadams will run his excursion, 
but it will be early in the week, and each 
scholar will receive due notice. 


Aid Association Excursion. 


F. Marion Woods, Treasurer and Manager 
of the Educational and Aid Association, has 
also arranged with the Chicago and Ngrthern 
Pacifie railroad for a train from MadiBon and 
Fortieth streets for school children. It is 
prumised that patrons of other schools will 
come forward and provide transportation and 
tickets for the scholars and teachers of their 
respective schools. This matterf will be ar- 
range early this week, and no deserving child 
need have any fear of being left. 

In some districts popular subscriptions have 
been started to buy tickets and furnish trans- 
portation for scholars, and the teacher¢ have 
undertuken to manage the affair so each child 
muy have an enjoyable time. The Chicago 
and Northern Pacific, which runs through tne 
Northwest Side, anticipates a heavy traffic in 
schoolchildren, and to assist as much as possi- 
ble has made a 15-cent fare for all school- 
children to Jackson Park and return. This is 
good as far west as Madison and Fortieth 
streets, and beyond that point the fare is 20 
cents. All the trains will run in two sections 
at frequent intervals, and will land the pas- 
sengers at the Terminal Station, Jackson 
Park. 

That there may be no confusion in the dis- 
tribution of tickets, principals and teachers of 
all schools are requested to call at Supt. 
Lane’s office and secure their tickets and to 
be at their schools Monday and Tuesday to 
distribute the same. ‘They have been zealous 
so far in making arrangements for the chil- 
dren tospend an enjoyabie week and the 
most of them have signitied their willingness 
to go with the children and see that they are 
weil taken care of. 

It is the wish of the department of admis. 
sions that persons purchasi children’s 
tickets at the gates will provide themselves 
with change so as not to delay the sale of tick- 
ets at the booths.

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ONE WAY TO MAKE WOMAN AMIABLE. 


Mrs. Marie Mott Gage Tells in a Lecture 
at the World’s Fair, 

Mrs. Marie Mott Gage of Chicago delivered 
an address yesterday morning in the Woman’s 
Suilding on “Intelligent Treatment of the 
Body.”’ Among other things Mrs. Gage said 
the universal desire for physical beauty so 
deeply implanted in the feminine breast 
should not be denounced as frivolous, 
neither should it be suppressed. In this 
instinct she could see a lever by 
which women could be made to strive for 
self-improvement in every direction. For ex- 
ample you may harangue a woman until you 
are weary upon the abstract desirableness of 
amiability and the religious duty of curbing a 
too hasty temper and ten chances to one she 
will neither thank you for your pains nor 
profit by your counsel, but tell her that scowls 
produce wrinkles and tend to deface her 
beauty and you have her undivided attention. 
Moreover the chances are strongly that she 
will frown less in the future. This theory, 
Mrs. Gage said, could be carried out in detail 
to the entire physical, spiritual, and mental 
uplifting and regeneration of women. This 
process, she said, is not to encourage vanity; 
simply to utilize to the uttermost a natural 
instinct or force of nature.

PITTSBURG LABOR SITUATION IMPROVES. 


Much Money Gets Into Circulation by the 
Paying of the Workers. | 

Prrrspure, Pa., Oct. 14,—[Special.]— 
Quite a number of the mills and factories of 
Pittsburg and its vicinity paid off their em- 
ployés today, putting several hundred thou- 
sand dollars into retail circulation. The set- 
tlement of the window-glass workers’ strike 
yesterday and the resumption of work in the 
bottle and flint glass houses next week will 
have the effect of putting thousands of men 
now idle to work. 

With each day the outlook for continued 
work at the Carnegie steel works at Home- 
stead becomes brighter. Orders are coming 
faster than at any time since trade became 
dull. More men were employed this 
week than any week for some time and 
everything around the plant has assumed a 
lively appearance. The pros for next 
week are even brighter than this. Five mills 
are scheduled to go on double turn and three 
on single. Other departments will run as 
they have for several weeks. Next week 
schedule is as follows: The converting, 40 
35, 28, and 119 inch miils will be operated 
on double turn. The 10, 23, 82 inch and the 
cogging and finishing departments of the 33 
inch mills will be on single turn. The open- 
hearth and armor-plate departments will op- 
erate full turn as usual, 

The weekly report of the shipments from 
the Connellsville region shows a big increase 
in the output of coke. Next week’s shipments 
will still be larger, as additional biast fur- 
naces are being put into blast. 

Monday morning will witness the begin- 
ning of the fight between the United States 
Glass company and the American Flint Glass 
Workers’ Union. At as early.an hour as pos- 
sible the officials of the firm will light the 
fires in King’s factory on South Eighteenth 
street and thereafter endeavor to operate it 
with non-union men. Monday is the lastday. 
according to the circular issued by the

danger of the unionists interfering in and 
manner whatever. The strike, which begins 
tomorrow, will be the first that has occurred 
in the flint glass houses of this city since 
1887. At that time the same manufacturers 
now arrayed inst the union made the fight. 
After a struggle, lasting five months, the men 
gained their point. Since then the scales have 
each year been amicably arranged. 

Macon Crry, Mo., Oct. 14.—The Ardmore 
coal miners working for the Kansas and Texas 
company have repeatedly refused to join the 
Bevier and Huntsville coal miners in their 
demands for an increase from 50 cents to 
60 cents per ton for digging coal this winter. 
The Huntsville and Bevier miners are still 
out. The news from Ardmore is that delega- 
tions of miners from Huntsville 

Bevier are on their way 
to Ardmore to make an effortto get the 
Ardmore men out on a strike. The report is 
that intimidation is expected by the Ardmore 
coal managers. The Superintendent of the 


Ardmore Coal company telegraphed to 
Macon for Sheriff White, who 
left for Ardmore at | o’ clock. 


Sheriff White has had a deputy stationed at 
Ardmore for the last week. He and the coal 
operators there evidently have been antici- 
pating some kind of violence from the Ard- 
more men or other visiting delegates of min- 
ers seeking to get the Ardmore men out on a 
strike. *Sheriff White has not late this even- 
ing returned from Ardmore. This indicates 
that trouble is brewing there, At Bevier 
everything is r@ported quiet and will likely re- 
main so unless the men to be import to 
take the places of the old miners come armed.

RECEIVERS READY TO,QUALAFY. 


Chicago and Northern Patific Property to 
Be Turned Over Tomorrow. 

The receivers recently apppinted for the 
Chicago and Northern Pacific are expected in 
Chicago in a day or two to qualify for the of- 
fice and take charge of the property. The 
present understanding is that they will not in- 
terfere with the operation of the road as now 
conducted under the Wisconsin Central lease, 
but will simply look after the financial inter- 
ests and see that the rentals and other income 
are promptly paid and applied, There is an 
important question as to the relations of the 
receivers to the Calumet Terminal road. Itis 
now operated as a part of the Chicago and 
Northern Pacific terminal system, but in the 
eyes of the law it is an entirely different cor- 
poration, and so far as anybody knows the 
receivers will have no jurisdiction over it. 
The Calumet Terminal is doing a rushing 
business and can afford todo without the re- 
mainder of the system a great deal better 
than the latter can afford to do without it. 
The receivers are not expected to make any 
change in the present official staff of the Chi- 
cago and Northern Pacific. 

Low Rates in Effect Last Night, 

One cénta mile rates from all points in the 
West to Chicago went into effect at midnight 
last night and will remain in effect till after the 
World's Fair clogs.

BALTIMORE'S STREETS IN DARKNESS. 


Destruction of Brush Electric Light Plant 
by Fire.

Represented in All Departments. 
In allof the thirteen departments of the 
“Exposition and in its architecture the Em- 
pire State is represented.

has also a.large pomological exhibit, compris- 
ing apples, pears, nuts, cranberries, and dur- 
ing their season pase cherries, strawberries, 
vegetables, small fruits, and pes. In the 
llery of the north annex it a prominent 
ening of canned, fruits and jellies. In the 
south gallery is its display in 
viticulture, com prising a large va- 
riety of sparkling and still wines. 
On the floor is an éxhibit of cider, 
brandies, and cordials, while over near the 
eastern entrance to Midway Plaisance is an 
exhibit showing the methods of vine section 
and trimming. Add to this the exhibit of edi- 
ble fungi, New York has a large, a varied, 
and an excellent horticultural exhibit, which 
excels that of any other State. 


Educational Exhibit. 


New York occupied one-seventh of all the 
space.in the.Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Building devoted to educational exhibits. 
This exhibit is complete and illustrates 
the great educational work of the 
State, from the kindergarten to the 
highest educational institutions. The 
Chautauqua system, the Rensselaer Polytech- 
niic, the Pratt Institute, and the Catholic 
schools are comprehensively represented. So, 
too, are the art schools of New York City, 
comprising the Art Students’ , the 
Women’s Art School of Cooper Union, and 
the School of Applied and Industrial Art 
and Technical Design for Women, and 
the New York Trade School and the Mechan- 
ics’ Institute of Rochester. New York shows 
to the world its advancement in educational 
advanta and thus makes excellent 
use of great space ned it in the gal- 
leries of the big building. On the main floor 
in manufactures New York again excels, 
leads the whole world in many classes. 
are some ‘of the great commercial exhibits the 
State has made to enrich the treasure stores 
of the White City. 

Had New York the mineral resources of 
some of the States whose displays are hardly 
noticed in the Mines and Mining Building, it 
might be assumed that it would have outdone 


the world there. As it is, New 
York presents a display of mineral 
products and geological formations 


of interest and excellence. At the entrance 
to the State Pavilion, which is near the 
north end of the center aisle, is an abelisk 
showing the rock formation of the State. 
Installed in the pavilion is a _ fine 
exhibit of building stone, clays, sands, lime- 
stone, mari, gypsum, brine, rock ealt, iron 
ore, shale, graphite, feldspar, quartz, garnet, 
and talc, petroleum, and mineral waters. In

ecmprehend the entire scope and character of 
the methods of dealing with defective, de- 
linguent, and dependent classes. ex- 
hibits include pictures, photographs, and 
cherts of the Buffalo State Hospital for the In- 
sane, a model of the Utica Asylum, an exhibit 
of the Willard Asylum and of the Bi ton 
State Hospital for the Insane. There is a 
complete exhibit of the work done at the 
State Industrial School at hester, and 
a large model of the Elmira Reforma- 
tory. There is also an exhibit 
from the New York House of Refuge, from 
the Hebrew Orphan Benevolent Association, 
the Hebrew Tevhnical Institute, the St. John’s 
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Guild Floating Hospital of New York, a 
model of the Letchworth plan for an alms- 
house, the Fitch Creche at Buffalo, the Sol- 
diers’ and Sailors’ Home at Bath. 

' Quarantine System. 


The New York State a system is 


exhibited and the wa the 
Croton Fen Nerd gs As “go | of 
charts, maps, photographs, and a _  cre- 
matory model. The State Board of 


Health and the New York City Board 
of Health also have an exhibit there. 
At the south end of the Anthropological 
Building is the New York State exhibit in 
sanitary and hygienic cookery, where prac- 
tical illustrations in matters rtaining to 
housekeeping are given daily. exhibit is 
also designed to give instruction in the pre 
aration of food for invalids and children. it 
also includes an exhibit of household articles 
invented by women. 

On the east shore of the South Pond there 
are five buildings constructed of poles and 
bark. They are exact reproductions of the 
dwellings occupied by the Iroquois Indians 
before Columbus sailed to San Sal- 
vador. Of that race of 
aborgines known as the Nations, 
only aremnant remains. Chief Daniel La 
Forte, President: of the Six Nations, once 
more sits in the Long House as his forefathers 
did. Deerfoot, the Seneca .champion runner 
of the world, and Solomon O’Bail, the patri- 
archal grandson of Chief Cornplanter, the 
Seneca chieftain who treated with Washing- 
ton, are there too. There are members of 
the Tuscarora, Oneida, Mohawk, Onondaga, 
and Cayuga nations in the ancient village. 

They explain to visitors the articles on 
exhibition, and answer questions, and perform 
Iroquois ceremonies. are done to il- 
lustrate the ancient customs, which are in no 
sense of a heathenish character, but dignified 
and in keeping with the high sense of proprie- 
ties which characterizes the Iroquois. In- 
dians manufacture basket stuff, bead work, 
bows, dolls, etc., which are sold to visitors, 
The primitive houses they occupy were con. 
structed without the useof nails or pins, bemg 
lashed together with bark. The Long House 
isan exact reproduction of the ancient coun- 
cil house of the Iroquois, which stood on the 
present site of Albany. This Indian exhibit 
is by far the most interesting at the Fair. 

Workingman’s Model Home. 

New York has a second building of its own 
at the Fair. For beside the palatial club. 
house in the north end of the ground it has 


built a humble structure. not far 
frora the windmill exhibit which 
is called a workingman’s model home. 


It is intended to show how a good living can 
be had for a family on an income of $500 a 
year. If New-Yorkers are proud of their 
beautiful club-house they may feel a pride too 
in the humble cot they ve erec at the 
Fair, which is typical of philanthropical care 
for the welfare of the lowly and less favored. 


While praise is being bestowed upon New-: 


Yorkers it must not be forgotten that Mr. 
Hunt was the architect who planned the 
splendid Administration Building. Thus has 

ew York lent her genius and the product of 
her genius toward making the Fair what it is, 
In architecture and in the landscape setting 
as well as in the exhibits, has it given 
aid as‘a loyal, progressive State to make the 
Columbian Exposition a success.

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FARMER KILLS A BIG WILD CAT. 


Its Depredations Along the Ambraw River 
in Illinois Estimated at $10,000. 

Oaxxanp, Ill., Oct. 14.—{Special.]—Valua- 
ble horsee and cattle estimated to be worth 
$10,000 have been killed in the Ambraw 
bottoms during the last month.

The maddened animal 
sprang into the air and landed on top of 

ucker, almost knocking him down with the 
force of the blow. Then ensued a hard struggle. 
Tucker ig a wiry, muscular man, and as the 
animal was disabled by the charge of buckshot 
he was able to prevent it from teari 
him by chokiag it with one hand and holdi 
its injured paw fast with the other. Roun 
and round they struggled until the wildcat’s 
fury began to abate, when Tucker, by a vio- 
lent effort, mana to throw the beast from 
him and, snatching up his gun, fired the 
romnaicing charge into the animal’s brain as 
it started to renew the attack. Leaving the 
animal in itedeath strugg!es Tucker hastened 
home to make an examinatjon of his own 
injuries, which, strange to relate, were, ex- 
cept or four pretty deep scratches and 
the loss ofa suit of clothes, quite trifling. 
Later in the day Tucker, with assistance 
of a neighbor, brought the dead cat home, 
where it was by actual measurement found to 
be five feet three and one-half inches in length 
from tip to tip.

It has 
looked after hundreds of mortgage cases and 
has collected nearly $50,000 in wages. It 
has prosecuted and defended in the police 
courts. Its activities have extended into 
every department of the city’s life. By its ac- 
tion in preventing thousands from becoming 
the victims of injustice it has saved a vast 
sum of money to the community. It is cer- 
tain thatits existence has indirectiy accom- 
plished ten times the amount of work which the 
above figures represent. In short, it has been 
a tower of strength in the community, stand- 
ing for the rights of the oppressed against the 
wrong-doing of the oppressor. 

The work this year has increased at least 
one-third over that of any previous year. This 
and the stringency of the times compel the 
Bureau of Justice to appeal to its friends and 
well-wishers in the community for their sub- 
scriptions, which may be sent to J. C. Stirling.

THE ALLEGED “ADMINISTRATION COM- 
PROMISE.” 
It is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
“the Cabinet has agreed on a compromise 
proposition,’”’ which includes— 


Provision for the coinage of the silver seignior- 
age in the Treasury amounting to $53,000,000, 
and thereafter the purchase of 3,000,000 ounces 
a month until 90,000,000 ounces have been pur- 
chased. This will carry the purchase of silver 
over the expiration of Mr. Cleveland's term—a 
condition the silver men insist upon—and relieve 
the Treasury during the coinage of the seignior- 
age eighteen months of fyrther purchase of 
bullion, besides making the bullion so coined an 
available Treasury asset. To meet the demands 
of the East a proposition for the issue of €100,- 
300,000 of 3 per cent bonds is included. There 
is still a question whether a provision for the ro- 
peal of the tax on State banks and the redemp- 
per ing notes of all classes below $5 shall be 


Were this proposition to become a law the 
volume of paper silver money would be in- 
creased $53,000,000 by the coinage ot the 
seigniorage and about $67,000,000 by the 
purchase of the 90,000,000 ounces of silver, 
or $120,000,000 in all. This would make 
the total stock of silver something less than 
$800,000,000, on which so many of the free 
silver compromisers are insisting. But this 
compromise would not be a finality. The 
silver question would be thrown into the next 
Presidential election and Colorado, Nevada, 
Idaho, Montana, and perhaps Kansas, South 
Carolina, ana other silver States would be of- 
fering their Electoral votes to the highest bid- 
der. If any of the silver Territories were 
made States they would offer their votes like- 
wise. The party which offered to do the most 
for cheap silver expansion would get their 
Electors. 

The amount of gold mentioned is small. 
At least $150,000,000 should be purchased, 
for the $100,000,000 reserve must be re- 
plenished. There must be no limitation of 
the rate of interest to 3 percent, for it may not 
be possible to sell many bonds at par for that 
rate. There seems to be no provision to 
authorize the Secretary to sell bonds from 
time to time to keep his reserve intact, but 
that is essential. 

It is stated that it is still a question whether

THE VICE-PRESIDENT’S DUTY. 

ft was stated in a Washington dispatch in 
yesterday’s Trisuns that— 

In dispassionately viewing the sitnation on- 
lookers will not fail to notice that not one of the 
silver men who has spoken thus far hag closed 

hie speech, each having indicated before tempo- 
ra.ily yielding the floor that he would probably 
desire to tesume his remarks at some future and 
mote convenient time, The precautions thus 


‘taken were adopted with the deliberate purpy<4 


of avoiding the effect of an old Senate rule that 
no Senator should speak more than once on the 
same subject. 

The object of the rule referred to was to 
give every Senator a chance to state why he 
favored or opposed any measure. That is 
right. But it was the intention of the framers 
of the rule that a Senator should make his 
speech in a connected period of time and that 
when he had begun his speech he should not 
leave off till he had finished it. An attemptis 
being made to put a construction on that rule 


which will take all the virtue out of it. It is 


claimed that the speech of a free-silver Sena- 
tor does not come to a close without his con- 
sent until Congress comes to an end and all 
pending legislation drops. Each Senator, ac- 
cording to this interpretation, has the right to 
make only one Bpeech on the repeal bill, but 
he can make it on the installment pian, deliv- 
ering it to the Senate in weekly fragments. 


/Phus Senator Stewart began weeks ago on his 


speech and furnished a few chapters of it 
along from time to time. On various occa- 
sions since then when he feit like it he issued 
more chapters. Others are still to come. 
Publication will not be suspended till the re- 
peal bil! is withdrawn. 

It is said of Senator Morgan that he— 

Has thrown in a few prefatory remarks, but has 
indicated that these were purely preliminary and 
that he had several chapters to follow in which 
he would discuss the question in its historical, 
constitutional, economical, and sociological as- 
pects. 

At the end of each of these periodical divis- 
ions of his speech Senator Morgan will say, 
‘“*to be continued next week,’ or ** more 
anon,”’ and at some subsequent period when 
there is no other free silverite who feels like 
talking he will claim that he has a right * to 
go on”’ with his unfinished speech. 

It is the duty of the Vice-President, who 
construes and enforces the rules of the Sen- 
ate, to shut down on such a glaring miginter- 
pretation of the rule.. When Senator Stewart 
rises again to address the Senate the Vice- 
President should notify him that he has had 
his day in court—several of them—and can- 
not say another word on the repeal bill except 
by general consent, If he offers a resolution 
and sets in to make a speech on that the ma. 
jority should refuse to allow the resolution to 
be discussed until the pending question is dis- 
posed of. Had the rule giving each Senator 
the right to make but one speech on the ques- 
tion been enforced the free silverites would 


have used up their rights before this time and ‘ 


have been driven to: more difficult and 
wearisome methods of obstruction. 

Whatis called the ‘courtesy of the Sen- 
ate,”” or more correctly the. imbecility of 
superannuated sluggards, has perverted, dis- 
torted, and taken the life out of every senato- 
rial rule framed for the purpose of doing bus- 
iness. Like the dog which tangled himself 
up in the ball of yarn till he could not free 
himself, the Senate has been enmeshing it- 
self in rules and “‘ courtesies’’ which paralyze 
its action. The Vice-President can do some- 


thing to liberate the helpless body over which 


hé presides. He carx construe correctly the 
rule that a Senator shall speak but onceon 
any subject, and shut off repeaters like the 
Morgans and the Stewarts. The Senate can 
reverse his decision. If the - Vice-President 
wants to please Illinois and to prove that he 


-stands on the Democratic platform he will 


enforce the rule. 


THE CUP WILL REMAIN HERE. 

The Vigilant having won a straight string 
of three races, the America’s Cup will remaivp 
in the lockers of the New York Yacht club 
awaiting the effort of some other English 
comer te take it home... So far as the decisive 
race itself was concerned it was not alto- 
gether satisfactory. The Valkyrie took the 
lead and turned the stake a minute and a haif 
ahead. She then set her silk spinnaker and 
forged ahead of the Vigilant, but the latter, 


‘ hgtling up her balloon jib, slowly overtook 


her-rival, She had overcome a distarce of 
three- quarters of a mile and the two yachts 
were nearly side by side when the Valkyrie’s 
spinnaker split. The delay in replacing it, 
short as it was, lost the Valkyrie the race. 
She fell astern and crossed the line 500 yards 
behind the Vigilant. Had it not been for this 


-mishap it probably: would have been one of 


the closest races on record. 
Evén had the Valkyrie won the race the 


‘final result would not have been changed. 


The Vigilant clearly outpointed and outéailed 
the Valkyrie ‘in every kind of weather. The ' 
latter was beaten ina drifting race, in a light 
breeze, and in half a gale. That she could 
have won three straight races was impossible, 
and her owner and her skipper frankly have 
acknowledged as much. Lord Dunraven has 
conceded that the Valkyrie would have won 
the series but for the other boat, which is a 
neat way of putting it. Capt. Cranfield, his 
skipper, says: “‘ lam satisfied that we were 
beaten because the Vigilant is a better boat 
than the Valkyrie.”” Wednesday he said: “ I 
don’t gare what kind of weather we shal! have 
Friday. If we hada chance of winning a race 
at all it would have been today.” 

The outcome of the three races ig all the 
more gratifying because for the first time in 
the history of these contests the English sent 
a yacht over here whose build ‘was a conces- 
sion to the American idea of yacht building. 
The keel of the cutter has been narrowed 
down and projected deeper and nearer to the 
stern until it has approximated to a center- 
board, though an immovableone, The Amer- 
ican yacht also has projected its keel deeper, 
as will be seen by a comparison of the Vigi- 
lant’s lines with those of the Mayflower or the 
Volunteer, so that the centerboard ig only a

JUDGE GARY, THE BAR, AND THE PUBLIC. 

A committee of leading Democratic lawyers 
is preparing an address to the public in 
favor of the re-election of Judge Joseph E.

SILVER IN FRANCE. 

Senator Faulkner is reported to have in 
hand a proposition which contemplates the 
maintenance by the United States of a total 
circulation of 800 millions of silver, wh ™ 
the gentleman says, is about equal to 
maintained by France. This is an veg 
both in fact and inferencé.’ The amoynt of 
silver “in circulation’ in France is but about 
700 million dollars of coinage value, and not 
more than one-third of that amountis in 
actual use among the people. Large quanti- 
ties of the silver coins are hidden away in old 
stockings or buried in cellars by the peas- 
antry population. and other large amounts are 
locked up in the vaults of the Bagk of France, 
beng of no more use there. than 
would be a like quantity yet untouched by 
the hand of man in the buwels of the Rocky 
Mountains. For it is well known that the 
French masses do not, as a rule, understand 
the value of banks as institutions which can 
take their money on deposit and make it earn 
more, while the great bank of the country is 
forced to carry a big load of silver which it 
is unable to put out, as it-is obliged to pay 
out silver coins judiciously so that their 
weight may not break them down to their in- 
trinsic value below par. Furthermore, there 
is very good reason to believe that if the 
French Government had now the deciding of 
the quantity of silver ¢oins in the hands 
4 of its people it would fix the maximum 
at far below its present volume. The 
position there is that of staggering 
along under a load which is sustained in 
large part by the bravado of an iron ‘will, 
which refuses to yield, but would gladly lay 
down a partif it could do so without detri- 
ment to honor. It is the height of folly for 
alleged statesmen in this country to insist on 
our assuming a load of short-valve silver 
which other people are just able to bear with- 
out sinking to the ground beneath it, and it is 
the height of dishonesty to misrepresent the 
facts for the purpose of inducing legislators 
here to make the load greater than that borne 
by the people cited as exemplars. 


DOES THE BACILLUS CAUSE CHOLERA? 

The question whether thé corfirha bacillus is 
a cause of cholera or only an accompaniment 
of the disease has been submitted to a sup- 
posed test atthe Institute of Experimental 
Pathology in Vienna. Under the diréction of 
Prof, Stryker and his @olléagties each one of 
six petsons swallowed a number of the bacilli, 
and in no case did any serious consequences 
follow. Two of the subjects temained in 
their normal condition, entirely unaffected by 
the dose. One suffered from headache, slight

While the experiment does not disprove the 
theory that the comma bacillus is the cause of 
cholera it does tend to confirm previous con- 
clusions in regard to the immunity of the 
healthy constitution from its ravages. And 
that is valuable. . Doubtless a firm conviction 
of .this truth would have saved many thou- 
sands in the past who succumbed to death not 
because of direct attack but through fear. Also 
it would have saved many other thousands by 
inducing strict attention to diet and avoidance 
of other things which weaken the tone of the’ 
system. And if such knowledge would have

THE CHICAGO FIRE CYCLORAMA. 

The great cyclorama of the Chicago fire has 
to be removed within the next few days from 
its present position on Michigan avenue, near 
Madison street. Some propositions have 
been made for taking it to other cities, but 
many people think it highly desirable it 
should remain here. The painting is wonder- 
fully realistic, calling up vividly the recollec- 
tion of scenes in that fearful night twenty-two 
years ago when the most important part of 
Chicago was destroyed by fire, and nowhere 
else will it be appreciated so much as in this 
city. It has been visited by more than 100,- 
000 people, and at least halfa million more 
would have gazed upon its portrayal of the 
fire horror had they been aware how faithful- 
ly the scene is reproduced on its glowing 
canvas. 

The question is not as to the desirability of 
keeping it here, but how to accomplish that 
and what to do with it. The suggestion is 
made that it should go to one of the public 
parks, where it can be exhibited to the great 
tnass of the people and at the minimum of 
possible cost to them individually, It is be- 
lieved the value of the painting would grow 
in the popular estimation as years rolled by, 
and it is stated to have been prepared in such 
durable colors that it will last almost indefi- 


nitely without fading. Butto buy the great ' 


picture and put upa suitable building prop- 
erly furnished, heated, and lighted would cost, 
it is stated, perhaps $140,000, and it is a 
question if the Park Commissioners have the 
right to expend such an amount for that pur- 
pose, however laudable it might be, 

The point, however, could be covered in a 
manner similar to that by which the Academy 
of Sciences was secured for, Lincoln Park. 
The Commissioners of either of the parks 
have the right to furnish the ground, and 
probably little difficulty need be experienced 
in raising the money if the subject were pro>- 
erly agitated. Wealthy citizens might be 
found willing to subscribe for the sake 
of the good it would do their section 
of the city, and the matter of trans- 
portation might prove a powerful in- 
ducement. If the increased travel over 
the street railways of the North Division has 
paid Mr. Yerkes for his handsome donation 
of an electric fountain to Liucoln Park it 


‘might be deemed an equally good investment 


for a street car magnate to pay for the hous- 
ing of the fire cyclorama in one of the parks. 
Whether or no, there is no harm in canvass- 
ing the possibilities of the situation or in re- 
minding the public that if‘anything be done 
in this direction it must be done quickly. 
Otherwise this vivid reminder of our great 
calamity will go elsewhere. 


NEW YORK EXHIBIT AT THE FAIR. 

Tus Trisune elsewhere presentsina care- 
fully prepared article just what New York has 
done at the Fair. It shows that it has taken 
the leading position in commercial exhibits; 
that ithas erected the most elegant State 
building on the grounds; that its agricultural, 
dairy, forestry, and horticultural displays are 
of the first order; that it6ccupies one-seventh 
the space in the great Manufactures Building; 
that it leads in the Tran8portation and Elec- 
tricity Buildings; that its skill is everywhere 
manifest in Machinery Hall; thatits women 
have filled the Woman’s Building with the 
products of their skill and handicraft; that its 
exhibits in the Fisheries and Anthropological 
Buildings are of extraordinary interest; that 
it has contributed some of the best works in 
the Art Building and greatly enriched the 
loan collection; and thatits architects have 
given us the three beautiful buildings, the Ad- 
ministration, Art, and Agricultural. 

This is a hasty summary of what New York 
has done. The point of it all is that Man- 


‘hattanites should come and see the exhibit of 


their State if nothing else. To this end the 
Fair officials have set apart Oct. 21 as Man- 
hattan day. They have printed 500,000 
souvenir tickets, good from Oct. 21 to Oct. 
25. The large number should not scare Man- 
hattan. It is Chicago’s way of domg business 
and Chicago will help it out. They have sent 
50,000 of these tickets to New York and every 
one of them should be sold. They have offered 
to furnish the music, to help out on the fire- 
works, to provide the floats, and all the ora- 
tors that are necessary and give them the 
Mayor, in whose veins runs New York blood, 
for one of his characteristic and modest 
speeches. Chicago, in fact, will do everything 
it can to help New York out and make Man- 
hattan day one of the brightest and most suc- 
cessful of the whole red letter series. 
All the conditions are favorable to 
that city. There is nothing which 
Chicago will not guarantee, unless it be 
weather, and in this matter it will contribute 
its most earnest hopes that the weather on 
Manhattan day will be as beautiful as it was 
on Chicago day. It will even contribute the 
hope that the attendance that day shal! break 
the 716,881 record, and will do its best to 
secure that result. —— : 

Chicago promises all this, inspired by the 
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the fact that theextensions of the various. tun- 
nels within the last two years have secured 
for the people a water less liable td sewage 
pollution than was formerly obtained by 
them, and showed that the result is most sat- 
isfactorily exhibited in a marked reduction of 
the death rate from typhoid-fever. For the 
year ending with September, 1892, the per- 
eentage was 6.72 of the total deaths, while 
for the next twelve months ‘it was reduced to 
2.64, and the old supplies were partly in use 
during the first few months in the year end- 
ing with last September. From this fact 
it may be inferred that the later  per- 
centage would have been still smaller had the 
present conditions of water supply been in 
force for the whole of the last twelve months. 
Not a single ward but has showed a substan- 
tial reduction, and stronger evidence could 
hardly be produced to show the causal rela- 
tion between the contamination of the water 
supply and typhoid-fever. Furthermore, it .is 
ascertained that the cities having the lowest 
typhoid-fever death rate use only filtered 
water, and this is true even of London, which 
filters its water after drawing it from the 
Thames and the Lee, both greatly polluted 
rivers. 

This information is valuable, and it is es- 
pecially interesting to know that there has 
been a marked improvement here after all 
the agitation of the subject. and misrepresen- 
tation in regard to it that has been indulged 
in at home and Abroad. But it is important 
to know that there are other impurities that 
cannot be removed by filtration, and which 
it is highly desirable to eliminate from the 
water supply if-.we would have the best san- 
itary conditions. Water is almost a uni- 
versal solvent. It takes up intosolution gases 
and solids that are exposed to contact with it. 
Among these is lime in some of its com- 
pounds, the undue presence of which 
in the human system is a cause of rheumatic 
affections, as well as tending to calculous 
formations and’ ‘to’ ‘the ‘premature old 
age which resuits from a too speedy ossifica- 
tion of the tissues. Solid matter heli in sus- 
pension by water can be removed by filtra- 
tion. Gases can be expelled, bacteria killed, 
and many other impurities of vegetable or an- 
imal origin rendered imnocuous by boiling. 
Also the boiling process eliminates some of 
the mineral matter held in solution, but not 
all of it. 

The only way in which we can get really 
pure water is by resolving it into steam and 
then condensing it: The process is known as 
distillation. By this means all impurities 
can be taken out of it, or rather left out of it, 
since * the steam refuses to carry 
with it mineral matter, and is puri- 
fled easily from . undesirable . gases, 
while the required amount of atmos- 
pheric air can afterwards be mixed with it by 
the simple operation of shaking or churning. 
In this way and only thus can we obtain water 
that may be depended on as absolutely pure, 
and therefore free from any of the numerous 
substances, animate and inanimate, which 
cause disease in the human system and not 
infrequently produce premature death. For 
distillation is superior to the other processes 
in that it is not only more complete but in- 
cludes them all, whilein the one important 
respect that it eliminates mineral substances 
held in solution it succeeds where they fail. 

Perfect safety cannot be obtained without 
the use of distilled water for drinking pur- 
poses, and that will be ineffectual if not used 
exclusively. No immunity is gained by 
drinking distilled water after it has been 
cooled and aerated and then drinking tea or 
coffee made in the ordinary way with water 
that has been boiled without distillation. 
Though the boiling may have killed off the 
bacteria and the active principle of vegetable 
or animal pollution, it does not remove those 
substances, and the dead matter remains in 
the water to be carried into the body and 
there actas a clog on the vital functions if 
it do not actually poison the system. No 
doubt the average of human life would be 
much prolonged and the amount of disease 
much diminished if distilled water were the 
only kind used for the interior of the body 
wherever that is practicable, 


AMERICAN PHYSICAL DETERIORATION. 

In the North American Review Dr. Cyrus 
Edson, Commissioner of Health for the State 
and City of New York, writes of the physical 
stamina of educated American women, those 
who represent the third or fourth generation 
born on the soil. He says a condition exists 
among them which is cause for the gravest 
alarm. Things have come to such a point 
that our progress as a nation may be seriously 
imperiled uniess we can recognize the evil 
and find a remedy for it. But even if this 
were not true the aggregate of torture inflict- 
ed on the American women would in itself be 
enough to make any one speak out -who real- 
izes what it is. There are probably 60,000 
women in the United States who, he says, suffer 
month in and month out, who have suffered 

for years and are destined to suffer for years 

to come, the number being equal to the 
Christians stated in Fox’s Book of Martyrs to 
have suffered under the persecutions of the 
Roman Emperors. Mcre than this, there are 
probably 65,000 girls now growing up who 
will suffer as their mothers have suffered and 
do suffer. 

The American girl, he continues, educated 
as itis our pride to educate her, is clever, 
bright, beautiful, She marries “ happily.” 
After “ one or at most two children have been 
“ born we can eearcely reeognize her, She 
“looks dragged and worn, is fretful and 
* peevish, a burden to her husband instead of 
“a help to him, and a nuisance to herself and 
* others. She isa confirmed invalid.” Ex- 
pressed in the fewest words, the evil is that 
an increasingly large proportion of the women 
of -the American race are wnable 
to perform. their functions as moth- 
ers, and these women include the 
mentally best we have among us. We seem 
to be able to bring the women up to a certain 
point in mental development, and then they 
cease to be able to become mothers. Dr, 
Edson holds that the primary duty of the 
majority of women is to bear children, and 
this is not less the fact because a large per- 
centage of educated Ameri«an women tacitly 
deny it and silently agree with the utterances 
of the few who openly claim that “ women

most obvious method is by judicious exercise, 
In England the girls are taught to walk long 
distances with soles 80 thick and the shoes 
otherwise so easy that the feet have full play 
and are aot so soon tired as would be the case 
here if walking for exercise were insisted on, 
as it ought to be. In England the girls are 
encouraged to play at lawn tennis, to ride on 
horseback, and in other ways to give frequent 
and full play to the muscular system, the re. 
sult being a far greater average of feminine 
health than is to be among the 
educated classes in this country. It would be 
far better for us to imitate our British cousins 
in this respect than to adopt the cockney ac- 
cent and the English idioms, as is done by 
some who think they thereby gain a distin. 
guished air. If the exercises in vogue for 
girls in the British Isles are deemed objection. 
able in some respects it should be easy to in. 
vent others that will better suit the needs of 
the girls on this side of the Atlantic. It is ab. 
solutely necessary that our girls should cease 
to cultivate the mind at the expense of the 
body if we are to have in the future tne “‘ mens 
sana in corpore sano,” which would mark the 
highest type of excellence for the American 
race. Such is the substance of Dr. Edson’s 
paper.

SLEEPY SENATORS ARE AROUSED. 


Two Remarkable Incidents at an Unex- 
pected Night Session. 

Wasutnetor, D.C., Oct. 14.—[Special.]— 
The attempt to hold another prolonged ses- 
sion of the Senate Friday night created much 
surprise at the capital, chiefly among the ad- 
vocates of free silver, who feared that some 
scheme had been hatched to push the passage 
of the Voorhees bill. Senator Voorhees him-

For some reason there isa common idea in 
the public mind that this school isa sort of 
charitable industrial school for tho very poor. 
Nothing could be further from a proper con- 
ception of its scope. It is a school which will 
offer ee that will draw to it young men 
of unlimi means quite as much as it will 
the young men who would find big expenses 
an impassable barrier to an education. 

As one step into the machine shop con- 
nected with the technical department ef the 
school 4 few days ago with Dr. Gunsaulus, 


there stood ‘a group of four young men in 
overalls and aprons who offered an interest- 
ing study, and one that furnished some illus- 
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tration of the character of the attendance. 
One was the son of one Chi "s most 

a.young man who y had 
the advantages of some of. the best the coun- 
try affords in the way of education. Another 
was a Russian exile, a third was the son of a 
missionary who had worked his way to Chi- 
cago on cattie trains. He had not the money 
to pay his fare, but was determined to enjoy 
the shoumtanes which he had heard this school 
would offer. Thefourth was a negro whose 
intelligence had attracted the attention of the 
Michigan avenue millionaire whose boots he 
had been blacking and who had been placed 
in the school by his patron. 

This school is to offer courses in electrical, 
mechanical, civil and mining engineering, 
and in architecture, the advantages of which 
will take second rank to no school in the 
country. It is the aim to offer technical 
courses that shall be recognized as at least on 
a par with the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, the Hoboken Institute, Cornell’s 
electrical course, or the courses offered any- 
where else in the country. 

While possibly the most noticeable charac- 
teristic of the school is the ideal, the hope 
which ite projectors have of making it a force 
in the social economics, yet never before was 
there a school where more attention has been 
paid to the thoroughly practical. The result 
is a remarkable combination of the ideal and 
the practical. The fact was recognized that 
the average graduate of a technical school is 
only just ready to begin learning rv 
of the practical duties of his profession, It 
will be the aim here to change that somewhat. 
The opinions of the best business-men have 
been consulted as to just what they want in 
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rand Brod poy rt arg Jr., who will 
tea ing, engineering, metallurgy, 
has been the chemist and metallurgist of the 
Pennsylvania railroad and of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron company. It 
was such ideas as this that domina the 
formation of the faculty. Tried and prov 
practical ability in the actual work that 
eg wanted done was one of the first requi- 
sites. 

“I chose Thomas C. Roney as the head of 
the English department,” said Dr. Gunsaulus, 
‘* because he once rejected emphatically a 
manuscript that I had before been proud of. 
His criticism was so keen, he pointed out so 
clearly errors that I had not sup existed, 
that he proved to me in spite of my chagrin 
that he knew a great deal about English, and 
so he was the first man I thought of when I 
a tw form the faculty.” 

Armour Institute offers seven distinct 
departments to students, and in addition to 
that a preparatory or academic department. 
The academic department hasat its head 
Thomas C. Roney. In that department the 
teacher of mathematics is Victor C. Alderson, 
with honors on account 
of his mathematical proficiency while 
in college and has since added many 
to them for his ability’ as a 
teacher, Frank E. Hinckley is the instructor 
in American history and civics, William H. 
Runyan in physics, Margaret W. Morley in 
biology and botany, Lewis C. Monin-in the 
modern langu , and Carrie Wright in 
Latin. The academic faculty also draws from 
the heads of the other departments. Admis- 
sion to the academic department must be 
based on previous training equal to that given 
inthe grammar department of the public 
schools, and entrance to it corresponds with 
entrance to: the public high schools. The 
course in the academic department is about 
the equivalent of that of the usual preparatory 
schools, and those who finish it are ready to 
go on with the other departments which the

AUTOCRATS IN THE DEPARTMENTS. 


Men in Washington Whose Only Law Is 
Their Own Sweet Will. ~ 

Among the most remarkable features of this 
government by the people is the extraordinary 
authority vested in certain subordinate offi- 
cials at Washington. For instance. no man 
in the United States wields such power in 
money matters as the First Comptroller of the 
Currency. He is entirely independent of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and even the Presi- 
dent has no means of coercing him, as the 
following story, related by the Globe-Demo- 
erat, shows: When Grant was in the White 
House, First Controller Tayler refused to 
countersign a warrant for the payment of a 
big claim out of the funds of the Treasury. 
The President summoned him and said: 

* You must sign.” 

“JT will not, Mr. President,” replied the 
recalcitrant official. 

“Then I will compel you to do so,” said 
Gen. Grant. 

*“ You have not the power,” rejoined the 
Controller, coolly and respectfully. 

“* We will see about that,’’ said the Presi- 
dent. * I will consult the Attorney-General.” 

The Attorney-General on being consulted 
stated that the Controller was right; he could 
not be forced to countersign the warrant. 
Next day the President summoned Mr, Tay- 
lor and said: 

**T find that I cannot compel 
tersign the warrant. However, 
other First Controller.” 

*“* Very well, Mr. President,” replied the of- 
ficer. “You can have my resignation, but 
not my signature.”’ 

In fact, the only way in which the President 
can override a decision of that powerful of- 
ficial is by dismissing him and appointing an- 
other man, All of the accuunts of the gov- 
ernment except those which relate to the Cus- 
toms and Postuffice Departments are settled 
by warrants countersigned by the First Con- 
troller. Without his signature payments can- 
not be made. 

There are two autocrats in the Post- 
office Department. One of them is the 
Assistant Attorney-General. It is his func- 
tion to decide whether matter offered for 
mailing is immoral or not. He acts as 

nsor for the people. Whenever a Post- 

ter in any city is doubtful regarding the 
morality of a publication that is ‘sought to be 
mailed he forwards a copy of the suspected 
work to the Third Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, by whom it 1s referred to the Assistant 
Attorney-General. Very likely the latter may 
be too busy to oe the. subject per- 
sonally, in which case he turns it over to one 
of his clerks, who peruses it and marks any 
Rossene which he _ considers § indecent. 
hus the law lord has simply to glance 
over the selected tidbits of impropriety 
and pass on them. The Assistant Attor- 
ney-General also determines what mail mat- 
ter shall be considered fraudulent and be ex- 
cluded as such from post. 

The Third Assistant Postmaster-General is 
himself an autocrat. He has authority to ex- 
ercise his own discretion in depriving period- 
ical publications of the advantage of secona- 
class postal rates. Publications intended for 
advertising purposes primarily are not al- 
lowed those rates. On account of the 
* Kreutzer Sonata” a whole series of books, 
of which it was one, was shut out of the 
mails, Publishers commonly get out yvol- 
umes in series, because in this shape they 
go second-class as periodical pubiications so 
ong as they are issued at leust four times a 
year.

the Puseyite branch of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church. The book will be published 
both here andin England by Loagmans, 
Green & Co,, andin the former country it 
has been eagerly awaited by a large audience, 
because there the doctrines of Dr, Pusey have 
a large following, and because Canon Liddon 
was the biographer. Dr. Liddon died before 
the book was ready for publication, but other 
hands have edited his manuscript and it is 
probably very much as he would left it had 
he been spared to carry on the work. 

A life of Dr, Pusey has more than the in- 
terest that attaches to the life of a well known 
man, He was more than a famous theo- 
logian—he was the inaugurator of one of the 
greatest religious movements of modern 
times and it is as such that his name will be 
handed downto posterity. 

In a preface that Cannon Liddon sk 
out for further elaboration he ts of the 
dearth of material for his book yet he has 
managed to fill two large volumes. Dr. 
Liddon says: 

There are much fewer materials fora life of 
Dr. Pusey than might be anticipated. He kept 
no diary. He destroyed the greater part of the 
letters which he received from even distinguished 
correspondents, His own letters were generally 
undated, and although they have been preserved 
in great numbers, it te often very difficult to dis-

— more apparent than in his correspond- 
ence ; answers a correspondent without pref- 
ace, just as he might have replied to a question 
put to him in a room. 

On the other hand his life, although profound- 
ly influential, was si arly aaeveannal 
a continuous stream of lectures, sermo 
interviews. It presents few striking 
like that ef Bishop Selwyn, few points of con 
with the world at large or with distinguished 
men like that of Bishop Wilberforce. Its interest 
lies in itself—and the means for canyiy whet it 
was are much more meager than might have 


been expected. 

A hundred years hence m materials will be 
available fora life of Dr. Pusey which are not 
now. 

The reverend gentlemen who have carried 
Dr. Liddon's work on to completion realize 
the magnitude of these books, and find their 
justification, if any is needed, in the fact 
that it is the record of the long life and of the 
varied relations of one who, up to the day of 
his death, continuously played, as Dr, Liddon 
says, a “ profoundly influential’’ part in the 

reat religious awakening of this century. 

he two present volumes bring down the his- 
tory of the Oxford movement past the great 
crisis of 1845, and will enable the reader to 
see Dr. Pusey with indomitable hopefulness, 
in spite of the grave perplexities and embar- 
rassments caused by Newrman’s secession, pa- 
tiently continuing his labors in the revival of 
the Church of England. 

They promise two more volumes of the 
same size if they have the health and strength 
to complete them. 

Dr. Pusey was born just ninety-three years 
ago at Pusey House in Berkshire. His father 
was the Hon. Philip Bouverie, who took the 
name of Pusey as a condition to the succes- 
sion of the Pusey estate. His mother was 
Lady Lucy Sherard, and was 24 years 
younger than her husband, who was 52 years 
of age at the time of his marriage. Mr. Pusey 
wasa violent Tory and a man of large be- 
nevolence. He was an autocrat in his family, 
which he ruled with military severity. His 
wife was a woman of strong character but 
not a great deal of sentiment. Edward Pusey 
was the second son of this couple, and he 
was, in his early days, whatis known as a 
** mother’s boy.”’ 

Edward Pusey was a pale, thin, little child, 
with light flaxen hair. a somewhat high fore- 

ead, and light blue eyes. His mother used to 
say that no child could be more obedient or in- 
dustrious; she used to speak of him as her “ an- 
gelic’’ son, a phrase which in a person of her re-. 
served and prosaic temper was by no means 4 
flower of rhetoric. 

The lad was, however, ‘fond of out-of-door 
life, was a good shot. and rode well to hounda, 
He went from Eton to Oxford, and was a hard 
student at both places: 

He had read pretty steadily from the begin- 
ning of his Oxford life; but duri the first two 
years, ashe had his own horse, he rode a great 
deal, and at one time hunted three times a week, 
but without neglecting his reading, e would 
never miss a meetin the direction of Fairford; 
and when not hunting his favorite ride was to 
the top of Foxcombe, and along the brow of the 
hill towards Cumnor, as thence he could descry

His periods of relaxation were short, how- 
ever, and he soon took up hard work (reading 
sixteen hours a day, itissaid) to an extent 
that nearly killed him. He was sent ona 
tour of the continent for his health which was 
suffering from an opposed courtship and too 
much study. Owing to the mood induced by 
the former he became a great reader and ad- 
mirer of Lord Byron, who was then regarded 
as ** the prophet of the disappointed.”’ Skep.- 
ticism was making its impression upon him 
at this time also and his family and friends 
were much aiarmed in consequence. Byron. 
ism was fora while ‘‘his system or view of 
life.” He did not,even at this period, how- 
ever, give up his habit of daily prayer nor 
were his morals out of joint. It was simply 
that his mind was disturbed and Byron, with- 
out offering him much in the way of consola- 
tion, seemed to fit his mood, 

When Pusey returned from his continental 
tour he went at once to Oxford to read for his 
fellowship. It was late in the autumn of 1822 
that he met John Henry Newman who had 
rye Seavemncs Fellow of Oriel in the preceding 

pril: 

Newman first saw him on his dining, as a 
stranger, at Oriel high table when a guest of his 
Eton friend Jelf, and as a future candidate, as it 
was reported, for a fellowship. Newman used to 
speak in after life of this first introduction to one 
with whom eventually he was so closely united, 
and to “the blessing of whose long friendship 
and example,”’ as he said in the dedication to him 
of his first volume of sermons, he had owed so 
much. His light curly head of hair was damp 
with the cold water which his headaches made 
necessary for his comfort; he walked fast with a 
young manner of carrying himself, and stood 
rather bowed, looking up from under his eye- 
brows, his shoulders rounded and his bachelor’s 
gown not buttoned at the elbow but hanging 
loose over his wrists, His countenance was very 
sweet, and he spoke little. 

‘Not satisfied with all that Oxford could give 
him in the way of study Pusey went to Ger- 
many and worked so hard over his books that 
his friends again became alarmed for his 
health. 

Pusey’s sojournin Germany, says Canon 
Liddon, did him two great services : 

it had made him a Semitic scholar and it had 
largely familiarized him with the history of mod- 
ern Protestant speculation on religious sudjects. 
He had been brought into contact with several 
eminent men, especially of the school of Schileier- 
macher. whom to aoe. was to admire on the 
score of high character and great personal ac- 
compli ents. They had taught fim to feel 
more than ever the vastness of world of the- 
ological inquiry; and their examples, and to a 
certain extent their methods, were cherished and 
followed by him to the last days of his life. They 
could not give that which they did not themselves 

; it wastheir business, in order of 

ivine Providence, to till and fertilize the soi 
for its reception. 

Pusey and Newman-were fast friends and 
many were the letters that passed between 
them on the subject of their religious beliefs.

STORIES OF INTERIOR ALASKA, 


A Missionary Tells Wonderful Tales of 
Reindeer, the Aurora, and the Cold. 


A remarkable story, says, the San Francisco 
Examiner, is told by the Rey. E. C. Wallis, a 
missionary of the Episcopal Church, who ar- 
rived here recently from the Porcupine River, 
in the British possessions, just over the line 
of Alaska, on the edge of the Rocky Mount- 
ains. It is mainly about the intense cold, the 
immense herds of reindeer, and the sublime 
magnificence of the aurora borealis. Dr.Wallis 
has been seven years in the wilds of the Por- 
cupine River, and for the last eighteen 
months his wife has been with him assisting 
in teaching the Indians. 

It doesnot appear to be generally known 
that there are vast herds of reindeer in that 
part.of the country. Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
Superintendent of Education for Alaska, and 
Capt. Healy of the Bear have for a couple of 
years been importing reindeer from Siberia, 
and this is reason for the sup scarci- 
ty throughout that region; but the scarcity 
appears to be towards the southern, south- 
western,and northern coasts. In the far inte- 
rior there are myriads of them. 

; y are remarkably numerous every where 
about my mission near the mouth of the Por- 
cupine River,”’ said the reverend gentleman. 
** Back towards the mountains from my house 
I have seen pew bands of them, and almost 
everywhere | looked I could see them. This 
summer when the ice broke up on the river I 
remember seeing six or seven of them ona 
cuke of ice floating down, and I saw many 
others floating on the ice. 

‘* Por much of the time I have lived at the 
mission. I have subsisted almost exclusively 
on reindeer neat. Kk is very good, and I may 
say it is about the only kind of meat you 
don’t get tired of. I think it is better, all 
things considered, than beef, and you can 
eat it longer without its palling on you. 
Indians eat it almost exclusively, and they 
are very and strong. Some ot them are 
six feet in ht, and the average is about 
five feet ten inches. They are genuine North 
American Indians, and not the Aleuts, Esqui- 
maux, or a mixture of the two. 

**] keep an Indian hunter, and he supplies 
me with all the reindeer meatI want. He 
also bri in grouse, ducks, bear, and other 
game as | need it. have learned to shoot 
pretty well myself, as all white men do in 
that region, The ducks and grouse, like the 
reindeer, are remarkably good eating. 

* It is fearfully cold there. Last winter the 
thermometer was for a week ata time down 
to 60°, and I have seen it go even consider: 
ably lower. At no time in the winter, nor 
during other winters that I have been there, 
was it higher than 40°. This cold is excruci- 
ating. e lived in a solid log house, a good 
warm one, but manya time | have awakened 
in the night and found the blankets, which 
were kept up well under the nose, frozen into 
acake of ice. Sometimes the intense cold 
cakes the blankets for a long distance down. 

“Meats and everything froze, and you 
would throw them anywhere without think- 
ing. The worst experience was trying to 
make bread. The yeast would freeze in spite 
of you, oftentimes even when the greatest 
care was exercised. If you stepped out 
everything was so still and so intensely cold 
you could heur yourself breathe. It had a 
rustling sound. 

**T discovered a queer thing about the cold, 
and it was this: Below 40 ‘degrees you 
didn’t nétice it any more than 40 degrees. It 
might go to 60 degrees, or even more, but it 
ane so little difference that you didn’t 
notice it. It was all practically the same to 

ou. 

“ The wonders of the aurora borealis in 
that on canhot be told. The heavens all 
winter long are lit up with a golden glow. 
Indeed, I may say the colors—the sparkles 
and flasties—are so many, constant, and 
varied that no ofie can describe them. There 
is practically no day during the year. For 
two or three months, up to Dec. 15, from 9 
to 12 o’clock, there is a sort of dawn, but the 
rest of the time it is night. It is so clear that 
you can go out and read a newspaper any- 
where. 

‘* The 400 or.500 Indians at my misssion 
are bright, and good progress has been made 
in instructing them. Nearly all of them can 
read in their own language. I have trans- 
lated various religious and other books, which 
have been prin in England, for their use. 
They have an entirely different language 
from any other Indians. There are five dif- 
ferent languages, for instance, from there 
down to the mouth of the Yukon, and no one 
tribe can understand the other. The lan- 

es are all as different as French is from 
Ge man.”

BUILDING INTERESTS HANDICAPPED. 


Many Carpenters Have Been Laid Off for 


Lack of Work, 


Reports from builders throughout the 
country show that the financial stringency has 


seriously affected the building interests gen- 
erally. Localities which have been most 


affected are those in which operations for the 


season were delayed, or in which business was 
quiet at the beginning of the year. In cities 


where large contracts were begun eafly in the 
season the bad effect has bedn least 


apparent, for in the majority of such 
cases these contracts have been 
sufficient to keep a fair percentage 
of the contractors and workmen employed. 
The remainder of the season will probably 
prove to be the most unfavorable part of the 
present financial! depression, so far ‘as build- 
ers and their employés are concerned. Al- 
ready the number of men out of employment 
is large, and the withdrawal of many large 
contracts from the market will cause the last 
end of the season to be more quiet than it has 
been during the last few months. The money 
market is becoming easier, and the prospect 
of continued financial depression ig growing 


, steadily less. General business is becoming 


nore active, and confidence is stronger than 
it was a month ago. 

The amovtfat of building in Chicago has fall- 
en off to such a degree from that which was 
once being carried on early in the season that 
the number of workmen out of employment 
is so great as to cause serious concern for the 
future. Itis estimated that more than one 
half of the carpenters of the city are now idle, 
and the result of this condition is that wages 
have fallén off to such an extent that it is 
stated that certain carpenters are working for 
as low as 15 cents per hour. [It is im- 
possible to deterniine the exact situa- 


tion as the Carpenters’ Union has 


been prety hy ET ype efforts to keep the 
wages up to full scale, and where lower 
wages have been accepted the cases are iso- 
lated and of minor importance. 

It is predicted that the present oppressed 
condition of both labor and material will re- 


sult in increased building operations, it being 
expected that capital will take advantage of 


the cheapness of both to prosecute such en- 
terprises as were projected before the pres-

In the State 
buildings, however, the tiresome burdens of 
conventionality are thtown giadly aside and 
the American citizen appears in all 
his individuality and distinctive characteris- 
tics.. His peculiarities are not manifest on 
social occasions of Commonwealth celebras 
tion, nor when the State boards swing wide 
the doors of hospitality to people of another 
clime. At these times the simnon-pure Amer- 
ican is intensely not himself, It is only when 
he feels that he 1s coveted by a'roof he him- 
self helped to provide, that he has a right to 
all the comforts by which he is surrounded, 
and that the good folk at his elbow are neigh- 
bors and friends—only then does he stand 
forth untrammeled, frée, and careless. 

Speaking of the American citizen as a com- 
bination of man, woman, and youth, he looks 
upon his State building as a place in whichhe 
is sure of a welcome, if not from those he knew 
** back home,”’ at least from the Commissioners 
or their representatives, He does not hesitate 
to address upon terms of familiarity and 
equality any person he may meet there. He

bothersome “ don’t.” All the Javanese chil- 
dren are spoiled children. Their parents love 
them dearly. Both father and mother have 
been known to go crazy over the death 
of alittle one. he babies first 
eat bananas, a more delicate fruit than 
we ever have, and then join their elders in the 
national dish, rice. Whenthe rice is being 
planted or gathered the little Jévanese are 
busy with their fathers and mothers in the 
fields. They are wonderfully imitative, and 
long before they can be of any real help in 
the out of door work they are digging up little 
grasses and transplanting them skillfully, 
thus mimickmg their fathers’ agricultural oc- 
cupations. Quick to learn, they soon know 
the names of every tree and plant about them. 

The Bedouin baby seers to come to one 
out of the old scriptural days. Just as in 
1898 B. C. ** Abratam sat in the tent door in 
the heat of the day,’’ so the modern Bedouin 
baby’s father sits in 1803 A. D., and in the 
cool of the evening he sees the women with 
the stone water-jars on their shoulders of bags 
of skin going to the fountain for water, carry- 
ing their babies astride of their shoulders or 
in the fold of their skirts, turned up so that 
the babies’ heads come up under their arms. 
No man will approach the fountain, for there 
the water-jars rest and the news of the tents 
flies about. 

Little Fadoua is only 13 months old; she 
is here with her mother, who, like all Bedouin 
women, leaves her sthiling face uncovered. 
She has blue tattooing done between her eyes 
and on her chin. But this baby has a sore 
threat, a cough, and an unflattering opinion 
of our weather. At. home the baby Fadoua 
drank camel’s milk, and her mother—as she 
herself tells people in pantomime—took 
some rice in her hand, put with 
it sour’ milk, and made aé_ ail 
of it: all for the eager, baby mouth awaiting 
it. At night in the Belout Shaar, ** dwelling 
of hair,’’ wrapped in a haikh, the baby sleeps 
peacefully ; whether sweetly or no is question- 
able, as the rain performs all the ablutions 
for these people: and as dress day and 
night knows no change the. garments are 
worn till worn out. If the father dies the son 
dons the robe of inheritance and wears it un- 
til it is useless. 

Probably for a reason, but for one that no 
American baby can understand, this mite, on 
his arrival in the land of the crescent, is 
salted. Then a small shirt is put upon him 
and a bright little bonnet, probably green, as 
the prophet had a weakness for that color. A 
gem decorates the front of it, and a bit of gar- 
lic is often hung upon it to keep off the evil 
eye. This little baby’s toes are next turned 
in, its hands laid by its side, and it is folded in 
a guilt and afterwards swathed in a long strip 
of cioth. Sometimes the wrappings are 80 
tightly drawn that the baby becomes a deli- 
cate shade of blue. The dressing is changed 
twice a day and to this process is due 
the fact that the loyal legs of the grown-up 
Turk take naturally the form of the crescent. 
After a while the proud father of this abused 
little mortal takes it behind the door, and after 
calling down a blessing upon it tests the 
merits of its tympanum by shrieking into the 
small ear three times the name he has chosen 
for his child. After this the bashik or cradle 
receives its victim. Thisisa narrow box on 


. two rockers, the ends of which come up over 


the top and have a railacross on which the 
baby’s nurse leans to feed it. Here the poor 
little mummy is tied in and given a rag with 
some sugar vied init. If that fails to quiet it 
opium is a sure and ready resort. 

On the second day of its life bottles of sher- 
bet are sent to the friends instead of cards, 
for the baby’s first *“‘ at home.” This is a 
great affair, Guests come with presents, 
bands of music play, and congratulations are 
showered upon the parents. But for the 
baby’s sake, let no American admire it. Ef so, 


the “evil eye” is upon it and _ the 
baby is spat upon by way of cure. Cloves 
are flung upon the fire and if one 


burst,in burning, the worst is to be feared.

‘Only vigorous measures can avert the danger. 
Baby and mother forfeit each a lock of hair 
to be burned, while all pray fervently, give 
blows over the child, and until the cure is ef- 
fected it is constantly spat upon. It is never 
left alone, or, if so, a broom is placed beside 
it to keep away harm, 

On the eighth day, ina fine procession of 
friends, the baby Turk is taken to the public 
baths, where all day long the ceremonies con- 
tinue, and the poor little dot is scrubbed with 
hot water till he devoutly wishes himself in 
the Prophet's bosom, After this he is left in 
his cradle and rocked, rocked, day and night. 
When he begins to eat the wise and cautious 
mother fixes a basket of fruits and sweet 
things, from which the baby eats when and 
what it pleases. 

Up and down the plaisance a Syrian woman 
walks holding Damascus money in her palm. 
Her long, white headdress falls to the bottom 
of her gown, and on one arm or perched 
astride her shoulder she carries a black-eyed, 
curly-haired baby girl. Aabeet—** beloved '’— 
whom every one hurries- to see. Damascus 
aud American money change owners fast. 
The little one wails dismally, nods its sleepy 
head, and wonders if it hasn’t already gone 
through enough in becoming gn inhabitant of 
Syria to be allowed to get a wink of sleep. 
After being wakened and wakened it finally 
submits and sits up sturdily, luughing and 
crowing. 

In the mind of that baby’s nurse when it 
was born was an hereditary doubt that the 
infant was really in working order. She as- 
sured herself by running a finger down its 
throat to clear the passage, crac ing all the 
joints with professional skill, and moving the 
limbs into all sorts of postures. Nor is this 
all sucha baby has to endure. Its tender 
little body is washed in strong brine and 
covered with a mixture of oil and 
basil, especially thick on the joints, 
to prevent soreness, Though the baby 
is finally wrap up, the oiling 
process is performed daily for some time.

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The credit of having the greatest number of 
exhibits entered for competition at the World’s 
Fair is to be given toa woman. She is Mrs. 
Caroline Westcott Romney and she claims to 
have more articles of domestic utility on ex- 
hibition, all inventions of her own brain, 
than any other man or woman at the Fair. 
One of her exhibits has already been awarded 
a prize, and the others have not yet been 
passed upon. No less than fourteen articles 
have been offered for inspection by Mrs. 
Komney,. ‘ 

Among these is a water-cooler which does 
not require ice to keep the water cool at all 
times. It consists of a covered receptacle for 
holding the pail of water and is made of 
cellular brickware, which is manufactured of 
clay, sawdust, and asbestos fiber. In the 
process of manufacture the sawdust is burned 
out at a white heatin the kiln, leaving the 
product cellular, or porous. By reason of 
this porousness it is made a perfect non-con- 
ductor of heat anf cold, but is pervious to 
water, The receptacle, with the water to be 
kept cool within it, stands in a tray of gal- 
vanized iron which holds water to a depth of 
two or three inches. By reason of the 
porosity of the cooler, and the force 
of capillary attraction, the water in the tray 
constantly rises through the cellular 
walls of the receptacle and is as constantly 
evaporated. This rapid evaporation chills the 
air inside and keeps the water as cool as it is 
usually drawn from a well or spring. By 
this means, it is claimed, the temperature of 
the water can be kept as low as 44°. 

There is a milk cooler or creamer similarly 


‘made, suitable for either dairy or nousehold 


use. The same method of keeping the water 
cool is employed, and it is claimed for the 
milk-cooler that not only does it do away with 
the cost of ice in the cooling and preservation 
of the milk and the ripening of the cream, but 
also preserves a uniformity of the temper- 
ature, which can be maintained without 
fluctuation at 44°. Mrs. Romney says that 
the warmer the weather the greater the evap- 
oration and consequént lowering of the 
tem perature inside. 


A Modern Dinner-Pail 


But what will especially interest the hun- 
dreds of thousands of housewives who have to 
put up a lunch every day for the bread win- 
ners of the family is that Mrs. Romney has 
invented a dinner pail which will keep the 
food placed in it for several hours as hot as 
when it left the cooking stove in the morn- 


ing. 

** My Dad’s Dinner Pail,”’ as the old song 
had it, used to be made of tin that *‘ sparkled 
like silver, so worn and bright.”” The song 
will have to be modified now, so that hence- 
forth, 

In storm or in sunshine, 
In snow, rain, or hail, 
It will keep hot forever, 
My dad's dinner pail. 
The new dinner pail that Pat and Tim 


and Michaelo and Pedro will soot 
have to hold their ‘“déjeuner aA la 
fourchette”’ will be made of brick, 


It will consist of a case made of the cellular 
brickware manufactured after the same style 
as the water-cooler and milk-cooler, only that 
it will not need another pail inside it, unless 
to hold liquid such as tea or coffee. It will 
have suitable and separate receptacles for 
meat, vegetables, pie, ete. If the inventor's 
statement may be relied: upon the contents 
will keep as hot up to noon, or even longer, 
as when they left the stove at 6 o'clock or 7 
o’clock in the morning, when, Pat and Pedro 
issued forth for their day’s work. 


Of Interest to Housewives. 


In addition to these articles Mrs, Romney 
has constructed out of the same products— 
namely: clay, sawdust, and asbestos fiber, a 
refrigerator for the household, a milk refrig- 
erator, a refrigerating closet or storeroom, a 
refrigerating cellar ,or chilling-room for 
ep ter-house purposes, a heat conservator 
or chest in which food may be kept warm for 
an indetinite time for dilitory mem- 
bers of the boarding-house or for 
late comers at the restaurant, a warming 
closet for butler’s pantries, a domestic water- 
filter, warranted to prove a mystic labyrinth 
in which the rambling microbe is sure to get 
lost, a foot-stove for carriages or, compart- 
ment cars,and a water-filter and a water- 
cooler combined. She has also invented a 
restaurant conveyor, both simple and com- 
pound, for carrying food from restaprants 
to outside customers, by means of which the 
food is delivered as hot as it could be had as 
if served in the restaurant. Thé simple one 
consists of a rack of strap iron, containing 


spaces for half a dozed_ basins; more 
or less, of semi-circular form, ar- 
ranged two on a shelf. The shelves 
are arranged one above another and 


are fastened together ,by longitudinal sup- 
ports which also lock the basins in, when 
turned a little way round after being put in 
place The whole affair is then let down into 
a receptacle of cellular brick ware with a cover 
and a bai!. Inthe compound conveyor there 
is a series of simple ones arranged in pigeon- 
holes along the sides of a covered wagon for 
the use of restaurants, coéperative , kitchens, 
etc, 


Something About the Inventor. 


Mrs. Romney, who has thought of making 

all these things, is an accomplished writer for 
the press and has edited and published a few 
trade papers on her own account. She was 
pa et in Ohio and at the age of 16 she was 
teaching Greek at a echool in that State. 
When she was 20 years of age she held next 
to the highest position in one of 
the graded schools of Chicago, and a 
little later became connected with the 
Times of this city, occupying the position of 
literary editor. She gave up her literary 
career to marry a bright young lawyer, but 
his death in the course ff a few months left 
her a widow and threw her once more upon 
her own resources, She went back to the 
Times and wrote up the country along the 
lines of g number of Western and Southwest- 
ern railways. ; 
._ Later on she went to Washington as a regu- 
lar correspondent of the Buffalo Courier and 
special of the Boston Post, Indianapolis Sen- 
tinel, and other papers. She was there through 
three sessions of Congress, being one of only 
seven women who had the right tothe re- 
porters’ gallery. In 1879 she went to Colo- 
rado to attend an invalid brother, and was 
there during the Leadville excitement. 

Mrs. Romney started the Weekly Record at 
Durango in the fall of 1880 in a tent pitched 
n two feet of snow, and soon afterwards 
made itadaily. Aftera year in California 
she returned to Colorado in 1883 and started 
the Review at Trinidad, Las Animas) County. 
Her paper was pronounced by a prominetit 
writer of the Colorado press in 1884, “a 
model.” This same writer, in speaking of an 
interview with her at that time, says: 

‘* Were you never afraid?”’ 

*** No,’ she answered promptly, ‘a woman 
is safer in the roughest mining camp of the 
West, if she holds herself a lady, than in New 
York. I never was personally insulted in the 
San Juan region and was never but once ad- 
dressed on the streets of Leadville.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Rominey sold her paper in Trinidad and 
then located in El Paso, Tex., as the editor of 
the Sunday Herald, and later as associate ed- 
itor of the Evening Tribune, When the latter 

aper changed its management she’ availed 

erself of her freedom to make a tour of 
Mexico, during which she visited all the 
places of interest in that country, After- 
wards she spent seven months in France and 
Engand, and, on her return to Chicago, start- 
ed the International Fire Proofer. a journal 
devoted to ‘the porous earthenware in- 
dustry. 

She was one of the candidates for an ap- 
pointment as one of the women to be sent to 
South America by the Board of Lady Man- 
agers of the World’s Fair, and her application 
received the indorsement of some 4 the most 
prominent men and women of the United 
States. It was found; however, that no funds 
were available for the object of her mission.

In the Mining and Electrical Buildings 
some novel and interesting displays are made 
of the late devices and equipments for the 
mining and hauling of coal and ore. The 
general public will hardly believe that some 
of the largest mines in the country are al- 
ready entirely handled and manipulated by 
electrical inventions in the hands of compara- 
tively few employés. Yet a visit to these two 
buildings will leave no question on the doubt- 
er’s mind. Here is displayed every conceiva- 
ble device that is of utility in mining. Elec. 
tricity lights the shafts, drives the drillings, 
works the pumps, does the hoisting, draws the 
loads, and furnishes the supply of fresh air. 
Every wheel that turns does so asa result of 
the application of the electric current. In 
these two buildings may be seen all these in- 
struments. In the mine in the Mining Build- 
ing many of them may be seen in operation. 

The adaptability of electric power for va- 
rious purposes in connection with mining op- 
erations is now a well-accepted fact, and al- 
though its application for such purposes is 
already extensive it is probably only the be- 
ginning of a much greater use. It is roughly 
estimated that over 300 companies in the 
United States engaged in mining now employ

electricity in their operations. In under- 
ground workings the chance of accident re- 
sulting from loss of life and destruction of 
property is at the best great. Humanity and 
economy both demand that any means that 
will secure greater safety should be eagerly 
grasped. Electricity tried under the arduous 
mining service has been shown to be per- 
fectly efficient, safe, and reliable. With elec- 
tricity there is neither friction, heat, nor con- 
densation.. There is no leakage nor logs of 
power when notin use. It is not affected by 
heat or cold, and does not vitiate the air, as is 
the case with steam or compressed air. The 
rapid decomposition of timbering, a source 
of great expense in all mines, due to bad 
air und heat, is toa great extent obviated, 
Many will naturally suppose that electricity 
will increase the risk of fire. Asa matter 
of fact it greatly decreases it, as is shown 
by the statistics and actual test displayed in 
the Mining Building. With proper safety 
devices it is practically impossible to start a 
fire from the current. To the engineer ac- 
customed to speed indicators, « pressure 
gauges, and indicator cards, electrical math- 
ods of measureinent seem particularly sim- 
ple. If necessary motors can be controlled 
from a distance. 

By conversion into electrical force water 
power, even ata considerable distance from 
the mine or mill, can be made valuable for 
all purposes, and steam power can be so lo- 
cated as to secure fuel and water cheaply. 
The introduction of electricity has in this 
way made important reductions in the cost of 

wer, and there are cases in which it would 

impossible to run without its help. Sev- 
eral mines in Colorado are operated by elec- 
tricity that could not be by steam on account 
of their situation on the face of precipitous 
cliffs, up which the transportation of water 
and fuel would be nearly if not absolutely 
im possible. 

Generators can now be obtained of any size 
and designed to run atany reasonable speed 
for belting or direct connection to engines or 
car wheels. The largest generator in the 
world is now running in the power station of 
the Intramural railway at the World’s Fair. 
It is of 2,000 horse-power and‘ directly con- 
nected to a compound condensing engine run- 
ning at seventy-five revolutions. The electric 
generator is substantially the same as the 
motor, and both can be relied upon to give an 
efficiency of from 90 to 95 per cent. 

When the power is carri over long dis- 
tances the cost of copper is the largest item 
of expense. The long-distance transmission 
of power was first brought prominently be- 
fore the public by the experimental line con- 
structed between Lauffen and Frankfort 
two years ago. The power of the 
Lauffen Falls was converted into electricity, 
transmitted 115 miles to the Exposition 
at Frankfort, and there operated a number of 
motors. The distance was beyond the limits 
of commercial success, but it demonstrated 
the possibility of the system. Today plants 
are in operation and transmitting current for 
power and light at Walla Walla, Hartford, 
Portland, Pomona, and Telluride. The dis- 
tances vary from four to thirteen miles, ' 


Locomotives for Mining Use, 


In no application of electricity, except 
lighting, engineers say, has such success been 
obtained as in the operation of railways, 
Above ground it has already supplanted 
animal power in many cases. For under- 
ground haulage the ready control, compact- 


ness, and. freedom from smoke 
render it still more desirable, 
and already electric locomotives are 


in some thirty mines, The electric locomo- 
tive is so designed as to occupy no more 
space than the car which itis to haul. With 
any other method of traction considerable 
more height and width is necessary. In coal 
mines in which there are narrow seams this is 
especially noticeable, as much rock hag to be 
blasted away toadmit of the nassage of mules, 
By using electric locomotives the blowing 
down of the roof is entirely done away with. 
The increased speed also permits a larger 
tonnage to be taken from the same ber 
and with fewer turnouts, switches, and cars. 
Locomotives are now to be obtained of any 
size and to operate on any track gaug? not less 
than eighteen inches. At Rock Springs, Wyo., 
there is in operation a locomotive of eighty 
horse-power. It is operated bya single motor 
geared to both axles, the connection to the 
axles, however, being made through a flexible 
coupling allowing the entire wei it to be sup- 
ported on springs. The larger sizes of loco- 
motivgs are generally constructed with one 
motor, and the smailer with two. In all 
locomotives in use the speed under load varies 
from six to twelve miles an hour. 
Hoists and Motors, 


Electric hoists are largely in use and follow 
as nearly as possible the methods and con- 
structions approved for steam hoists. The 
governing mechanism is similar and the 
brakes and clutches are the same. The rotary 
motion of the motor avoids the use of con- 
necting rods entirely. If it is desired 
to lower by power the current can 
be admitted to the reversed motor. 
For smali hoists used in winze and 
timber construction work electricity is well 
adapted, the power connection being easily 
and quickly changed. The simplicity of the 
application of electricity and the consequent 
econotny is well exemplified in the Brooklyn 
docks of the Wilson Steamship line. Nine 
electric hoists have been in continuous opera- 
tion there for two years. Special hoists for 
underground are equipped with ironclad 
motors so as to be thoroughly protected.

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Two Famous French 


Artists. 


Engineers, sculptors, trade unionists have 
been coming from France in great numbers 
to visit the World’s Fair and to make reports 
on the different exhibits that interest them to 
the French Government and to the different 
societies of which they are prominent mem- 
bers. The latest celebrities to arrive from 
Paris are two well-known painters, one of 
whom is splendidly represented in the French

section of the Fine Arts Palace. They are 
M. Theobald Chartran and M. Albert de 
Gesne. 

M. Chartran is a pupil of Cabanel and was 
born July 21, 1849, at Besangon, France. 
He is at present a member of the Society of 
French Artists and a Knight of the Legion of 
Honor. At the Salon of 1877 he obtained a 
third class medal and the prize of Rome in 
the same year. In 1889 at the Exposition he 
was rewarded with a silver medal, and is now 
hors concours at all salons. He is one of the 
most popular portraitists in Paris and resides 
in a beautiful residence of his own in the Place 
Malesherbes, His most celebrated works are 
his portraits of Mile. Marthe Brandés of the 
Comédie Frangaise; Mme. Kinen, the rich 
American lady; Mr. Belmont, the New York 
banker; M. Mounet-Sully, the famous French 
tragedian; the ex-Prefect of Police M. Lozé; 
and Mr. Bleichréder, the famous Berlin 
banker. 

The French Government selected M. Char- 
tran to decorate the new Sorbonne, and the 
City of Paris gave him an order for the Hotel 
de Ville. His decorative panels in both pal- 
aces are magnificent. But his best known 
work is his portrait of his Holiness Pope Leo 


XIII., which occupies the place of honor in - 


one of the best rooms of the French section 
He isthe only artigt who has been admitted 
into the presence of his Holiness to paint his 
picture from life. The Pope would never*be- 
fore sit to any painter. Lembach’s portrait, 
which is nowin this city, was painted from 
photographs. 

M. Albert de Gesne was born in Paris in 
1843 and studied at the ux Arts. Since 
1870 he has exhibited in every Salon. He is 
now Vice-President of the Exposition of Ani- 
mal Painters of France, of which society 
Charles Jacque is the President. He is also 
one of the founders of the annual exposition 
of painters of hunting scenes. His specialty 
is pictures of dogs, deer, and wild boars. His 
victures command great prices in Paris, and 
he has received many medals in London as 
well as in his native country.

In order that 
the men in reserve shall not ‘orget their in- 
struction they are called out for drill three 
times during the seven years fora period not 
usually exveeding four weeks. If practicable 
they join the company and battalion to which 
they would return in time of war, otherwise 
they are drillea in the battalions of a reserve 
regiment. 

Landwehr is com posed of men who 
have performed ten years’ service in the act- 
ive army and in reserve, ten years’ service in 
the ersatiz reserve, and such men as, os 
the annual contingent, are at once assigned 
to it for the twelve years during which the 
are liable to military service. The meno 
the Landwehr are required to attend one mus: 
ter a year. The recruits who annually jo 
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their forces promptly on any given point. 
When war comes, with Russia in the fight, 
Germany could not possibly place more than 
a million of men on her western frontier, 
which would scarcely be enough for de- 
fense, certainly far too few to invade a 
country 80 splendidly fortified. The Ger- 
mans realize this. ir military writers 
never fail to give the facts their full force in 
their works. The route from the eastern 
frontier to Paris will never be found again 
so easy as in 1870. The French soldier may 
not be so well drilled as the German, but ‘he 
has the needful élan, and is inspired by 
patriotism and hatred of his enemy. He will 
in the coming contest give a better account of 
himself than he didin 1871. So far as her 
navy is concerned, France has little to fear. 
When war comes the Germans will need every 
war vessel at their command to protect from 
Russia their ports in the Baltic and North 
Seas, and the Italian and Austrian warships 
combined can make little, if any, head against 
the armament Toulon will be able to send 
forth, 

‘In the coming war Russia and France will 
doubtless be the contestants on one side and 
Germany, Austria, and Italy on the other. 
The German army as it exists today is with- 
out doubt the most perfect fighting machine 
the world has ever seen. In theory, every 
male German from 20 to 28 must serve in 
the active army. After that he passes into 
the reserve, where he remains four years. 
During this period he must submit to three 
periods of service, each of six weeks, one of 
which must be during the grand autumn 
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maneuvers. Having passed the reserve, he 
now joins the Landwehr, or third line of de- 
fense, where he remains five years, during 
which time he is required to devote eight 
weeks to military service and in addition is 
liable to extra service should occasion re- 
quire it. His twelve years of service com- 
pleted, the soldier passes into the Landsturm. 
This body consists of all the male inhabitants 
of Germany between the ages of 32 and 45. 
It numbers 1,000,000 men thoroughly or- 
ganized, clothed, and armed. ' 

The active army~-is divided into eighteen 
army corps, each occupying a particular dis- 
trict and consisting of about 28,000 men. 
The General commanding the corps is respon- 
sible for ite mobilization, and has in charge 
the stores, clothing, arms, and equipment of 
the reservists and Landwehr men. The de- 
tails, however, are in the hands of the railroad 
authorities and the police bureaus. When 
mobilization is ordered each man liable to 
service presents himself at once at the police 
bureau and receives his pass for the journey, 
goes to the railroad station and is 
sent off immediately to the headquarters 
of his regiment. Arrived there, arms and 
clothing are.served out, the officers appear, 
take command of their companies and regi- 
ments, and ip twenty-four hours an army of 
half a million men is raised to one and a half 
millions, and in three days can be placed on 
the frontier with all its parts complete. If it 
were possibie to counton every man indi- 
cated by the method of recruitment outlined 
above Germany would be able to put into the 
field the following army :

To 
march them across the Alps it would be 
necessary to deal with the natural difficulties 
and perhaps with the adversary.’’ If this view 
of the military power of Italy is sound, it is 
pretty clear that the game of blood would be 
practically decided before the Italians could 
come upon the scene. 

At the outset the five nations referred to 
would probably be the only participants in a 
possible European conflict, but other coun- 
tries would doubtless be speedily embroiled. 
England’s army exists mainly on paper, but 
her navy is the equal of that of any two other 
powers. On the sea Britannia reigns su- 
preme, and when the conflict comes her 
aid will be eagerly sought by the triple alli- 
ance and, should British interests in the 
East be endangered, would be promptly 
given. Nor would Turkey be long permit- 
ted to remain a passive bystander. The 
Turks make splendid soldiers—no better 
ones to be found in Europe. Their standing 
army now numbers about 200,000 men. Its 
evstem of recruitment is that generally pre- 
vailing in European countries. Men are 
called into the service on arriving at man- 
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hood. They pass five years in the army of 
the first line. Then they are discharged, hav- 
ing to drill a’ certain fixed number of weeks in 
the reserves for a given number of years, and 
so on, the time required for exercises con- 
stantly diminishing till their term of service 
expires. There are five of these classes of 
armies, able to furnish when called on from 
43,000 to 72,000 Men. 

Belgium being, by reason of its place on 
the map, a natural battle ground for France 
and Germany, though the inviolability of its 
territory is guaranteed by treaty, would for 
that reason be forced to take a hand in any 
conflict between its two neighbors. The 
army of the Belgians though small is efficient 
and wellarmed. In time of war it is sup- 
posed to contain 107,403 men, of whom 
8,329 are cavalry and 17,135 artillery, Its 
organization differs from that of other Eu- 
ropean armies. The regiments are main- 


| tained on a partial footing—that is, a part of 


the battalions composing them are active and 
part non-active. In the infantry the propor- 
tio active to non-active battalions is three 
toone. The soldiers of the non-active bat- 
talions are on pérpetual leave.

THE SIMPLE LIFE OF QUEEN VICTORIA. 


How Her Majesty Passes the Time at Her 
Favorite Scotch Retreat. 

Boston Transcript: If her Majesty were the 
wife of some middle-class gentleman in com- 
fortable circumstances her life could not be 
simpler, AtS8 o'clock she is awakened by 
one of her four maids, who sleeps in an ante- 
room adjoining her royal mistress’ bed cham- 


ber. The very heavy window cur- 
tains are pushed aside to admit the 
daylight, and on a little table drawn 


up to the bedside the Queen hag all her 
letters (which she opens with a plain ivory 
knife, which isa relic of her girlhood) anda 
cup of tea or cocoa. Breakfast at 9:30 is, in 
pleasant weather, served in a small pavilion 
containing four rooms, all upholstered in very 
ugly tartans, designed by the Queen herself. 
This summer house is on the lawn, ata little 
distance from the castle, but her Majesty goes 
to it in a loose dressing-gown, belted with 
ribbons, and made of some old-fashioned 
material of which she is fond, and none 
but members of the foyal family ever 
join her at this simple meal. During 
the repast the head piper plays various 
spirited tunes on the bagpipes about a quar- 
ter of mile away; for though the Queen is 
fond of the instrument, she believes that dis- 
tance lends enchantment to thesound. Atil 
the royal lady goes out, dressed in black, for 
her morning airing, in a species of bath chair, 
drawn by a pony and by Francis Clark, 
John Brown’s successor and cousin, who, of 
course, displays his stalwart proportions in 
kilts. Once a week the chair is drawn down 
to the churchyard, and the Queen inspects the 
grave of the faithful and departed John 
Brown. The village, too, is often visited, and 
her Majesty thinks no shame of herself pur- 
chasing serges and flannels to distribute 
among the poor at the one little shop kept by 
rs. Symons. 

At 12:30 she returns to the castle, refreshes 

herself with an egg beaten in milk, and is 
then ready to see Sir Henry Ponsonby, her 
private secretary, and the Minister in attend- 
ance. Luncheon is the Queen’s favorite meal, 
and she isthen pleased to converse in a lively 
fashion, discussin 
often showing a fund of amusing anecdote. 
In the afternoon she again drives out, and 
often stops for tea at some cottage on the es- 
tate, where a room is specially reserved for 
such emergencies. Humble friends of the 
Queen are visited, and sometimes she is 
pleased to use her sketching materials. After 
her return an hour is devoted to the little 
grandchildren, and there is an interval of rest 
before the 9 o’clock dinner, after which her 
Majesty, though she is such an early riser, 
usually spends two hours or more with her 
private secretary. 
OFrancis Clark, by the way, is of the same 
type as his cousin, John Brown, but, although 
he is deservedly loved by his mistress, he 
would not venture upon the liberties his pre- 
decessor was privileged to take. Some funny 
and authentic anecdotes were told me by my 
friend of the faithful Brown. One day, dur- 
ing his time, the Queen was preparing to 
sketch near Glassalt Shiel, where she had 
spent the previous night. Even the Queen 
sometimes *‘ gets out of bed on the wrong 
side,’’ and this happened to be such a morn- 
ing. One table after another was brought from 
the Shiel until the supply was exhausted and 
the servants plunged in despair, but yet none 
of them suited her fretful Majesty. At 
last John Brown took one of the rejected 
articles and set it down rather hard and with 
much decision before his mistress. ‘* They 
canna mak’ one for ye,” said he. The Queen 
could but laugh; the table was accepted and 
amiability restored. Sometimes her Majesty 
would appear ready for her drive in some 
comfortable old cloak of far from prepossess- 
ing appearance, but of this descent from royal 
dignity the servitor strongly disapproved. 
‘*And what kind of a thing is that ye’ve got 
on the day?’ he would grimly say, and the 
good-natured sovereign would usually dress 
to please her attendant on the next occasion 
of the kind. 

The Indian Empire is represented in the 
royal household by her Majesty’s Indian Sec- 
retary, and her personal attendant, a very 
handsome Asiatic, whois always gorgeously 
uppareled in scarlet, white, and ats And 
these men have their servants and their own 
suite of apartments in the castle, where the 
fragrance of curry is said never to be absent.

LIVING BEST IN THE NIGHT TIME 
ITS CAREER IS A SHORT ONE 


Moths Which Flutter Vaguely in the Even- 
ing Shades and Seek Safety in Their 
Very Onscurity and Unimportance~The 
Prey of Destructive Foes, Whom to 
Meet Is to DieeOne Brief Moment of 
Notoriety and the Electric Light or 
Candle Furnishes Their Crematory. 

It is generally believed that night-flying in- 
sect life cannot see by daylight; that their 
eyes are so sensitive the sunlight pains them. 
This is decidedly erroneous. Not only do 
most of them see and see well in the daytime, 
but many enjoy it, and the attraction of the 
moth by the candle is attested by a familiar 
aphorism. The reason they are active when 
most honest folk are in bed is usually self- 
protection, though procuring food actuates a 
portion of them, and frequently both of these 
objects are attained by such nocturnal 
habits. 

Each form of life has destructive foes, 
usually such as feed upon it, and in this 
struggle for existence those varieties have 
survived which are best protected, the form 
and degree of such defense varying widely 
and ranging from physical strength and 
poisonous weapons to fleetness and obscurity. 
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AN OLD ADAGE, 


The bee is an industrio little fellow 
and frequently carries so eavy a load 
as to retard his flight greatly, but when mere 
ewiftness would not save him, his stingis as 
strong a peace argument as a European 
standing army, and like those vast pacifiers, it 
affords protection to a number of defenseless 
neighbors. There is a small day moth feed- 
ing upon the same flowers as the bee and re- 
sembling him so closely in appearance as to 
gain comparative safety, though utterly help- 
less itself. It would long since have been 
exterminated save for this incident of mis- 
taken identity. 

Most night moths are far less fleet of wing 
than the butterflies, having proportionately 
much heavier bodies and a wing action adapt- 
ed to carrying the greater weight rather than 
to giving the increased swiftness. Its bulk 
also renders it more coveted as food by the 
insectivorous birds, from which it could hard- 
ly escape with its slow, lumbering flight 
should it attempt to move about much by 
daylight. Thus its very existence depends on

this faculty of seeing and flying when most of 
its hungry enemies have tucked their heads 
under their wings in peaceful slumber, and of 
hunting its food relieved from the active and 
unequal competition of the butterfly. 

The advantages of obscurity are not gen- 
In fact the 
desire for prominence even to notoriety is 
very prevalent among us. The overambitious 
could learn a great lesson from the common 
wood moth, which in repose covers its gor- 
geous crimson lower wings with the upper 
ones of dill gray, so like the tree on which it 
rests that careful search only will reveal its 
presence. . 

The great are lights on our city streets at- 
tracte an unusually large number of 
moths this year. One variety, known 
to entomologists as the attacus 
pia, being specially numerous. 
large fellow he is, of a reddish brown, 
strikingly marked with white, red, and gray— 
perhaps the most beautiful,.certainly the 
largest, of the order found in this country. 
Thousands of them were captured in the city 
during the latter part of June and now oerna- 
ment shop windows or homes. The round of 
life of this gorgeous decoration may interest

some of its possessors. Itis one of the bom- 
bycina, or silk-worm moths, and spins a large 
cocoon, from which a quantity of excellent silk 
may be secured, thou h through lack of cult- 
ure it has never’ reached commercial impor- 
tance. The reason for this neglect is not ap- 
parent, for, while it is neither so fine nor val- 
uable as that of the bombyx mori, or com- 
mon silkworm, it is very strong and durable, 
and cultivation would probably improve its 
quality, and certainly increase the channels 
for its use. 

The practical neglect of silk culture in this 
country is incomprehensible. It can be done 
on so smalll a scale as to require but a few 
dollars of capital. Except for the four or five 


weeks of life of the larva in sum- 
mer, the work can be done 
at any idle moment, and little skill or 


practice is necessary. In short, there is every 
reason why we should and no reason why we 
should not produce a large portion of the silk 
which we consume in such quantities. 

The eggs are deposited in late June or early

July, preferably upon the oak, though the 
apple, elm, and other varieties of tree or 
shrub prove acceptabie. In about ten days 
the larva comes forth, a mite of a thing about 
a quarter of an inch long and the diameter of 
a pin. It has a masticatory mouth anda 
digestive systein comprising nearly its entire 
bulk. Commencing at once to feed it grows 
with marvelous rapidity, increasing in size 
near 10,000 times in twenty-two days. Five 
times in its brief existence it outgrows its 
skin, casting it aside, together with the li 
of the entire alimentatfy system. 
it is three to four inches long and from five- 
eighthe to three-fourths of an inch thick and 
of great beauty. A translucent pale green 
skin hangs loosely and in folds about the feet, 
and along the back are points or bunches in a 
double row varying in size and shapes each

This it presses against the bark, to which it 
adheres, quickly drying into fiber. Slowly 
raising its head, which it moves from side to 
side as a blind man feeling the way, it draws 


out through the spinneret a strand of delicate.

solidity of which it teste with all its 
strength, which is by no means inconsider- 
able, and no flexible twig or ‘pliant 
leaf is acceptable as a foundation for 
these main cables. Having carefully made 
the second point fast it draws out and drops a

Thus, weaving from point to point and 


thread to thread, with frequent loops, joints, 
and fastenings, it constructs a solid shell of 
the thickness of good ledger paper. Within 


this it weaves, in a loose, spongy fashion, a 
second section as a sort of cushion, and inside 
of this again another solid shell about double 
the thickness of the outer. The interior of 
this third shell it finishes smoothly, lining it 
with a-glutinous suliva, like varnish. 

In thus building its winter home it weaves 


itself inside, and at the upper end of each 


section leaves a portion loosely woven for 
convenience in exit. The exterior of this 
cocoon 18 at first a silvery gray color, but 
soon changes under the action of the elements 
to a dull cade. ahd by the time the leaves 
fall closely resembles the bark of the tree to 
which it adheres... Frequently a further 
concealment is attained by drawing around 
it a number of leaves, attaching them so 
securely that the frosts and storms of 
winter fail to loosen them. Thus in the 
second stage of its existence obscurity forms 
its greatest safeguard from voracious ene- 
mies. 

The cecropia is one of a very few moths 
which forms its cocoon of small shells, each 
distinct and different from the other, and is 
almost unique in the decided variation in size 
and shape between the cocoon of the male 
and that of the female. 

Having finished with such marvelous skill 
its delicate home the larva skin is cast aside 
and in its place appears the chrysalis, the 
type and form of living death. Cut 
open the cocoon examine it. The 
discarded caterpillar skin is at the 
bottom dry and brown and the power 
of locomotion is gone, the only movement 
being a convulsive twitching when disturbed. 
It seems at perfect rest, almost devoid of life, 
but this is far from the truth. Tremendous 
organic changes are going on, the immense 
digestive system of the larva disappears, the 
suctorial mouth replaces the masticatory, 
rudiments of wings appear as projections, and 
eyes, feet, and antennz may be discern as 
thus outlined on the brown parchment-like 
covering. In the ten months a August to 
June the evolution is completed. During the 
last four weeks there is increased activity, the 
skin becomes loose and bends and crackles 
under the touch, and any irritation is resent- 
ed by vigorous squirming. 

The day of resurrection is at hand, There 
isa violent spasm of twitching, the brown 
shell of the pupa splits.in two long cracks, 
crossing at voht angles at the head. Grand 
transformation! Forth comes the imago. 

A powerful fluid emanates from the mouth, 
destroying those fibers at the top of the cocoon 
which were woven but loosely to permit of 
this exit; and through the opening thus 


secured it crawls, folding its short 
wings closely to its body. Out into 
the sunshine up the branch to 


some sheltered spot, where it hangs wings 
downward while they grow and dry, for at 
first they are but halfaninch long and very 
soft and moist, though fac-similes in color 
and markings of their perfect development. 
Again we wonder at the rapidity of growth, 
for within two hours they expand to three 
inches and even more in length and dry and 
harden as they are slowly. waved to and fro in 
the air until they are fitted for their future 
duties. 

This moth eats nothing. Though having a 
fully deveioped proboscis, the entire organ- 
ism of the mouth is atrophied and unfit for 
use, It lives leds than a week, the sole object 
of its brief oxistence being to perpetuate the 
species. During this short life its days are 
passed in such concealment as is ible in 
the obscure, nooks and corners of the forest 
or city, ite nights in flying about in search 
of its kind or the proverbial candle, 
though in the city it finds an acceptable sub- 
stitute in the aro lights. Here its slow, jerky 
flight piaces it at the mercy of any one willing 
to stretch forth a hand for its capture.

Lincoln Just Before the Convention in _ 


1860—Copies of the Lincoln-Dougiag 
Debate Used for Campaign Purposese:

“ Abraltam Lincoln was not expecting to 


nominated for President of the United adhe: 


in 1860,” said James D. Hurd of Springfield, 
O., yesterday as his glance fell upona por- 
trait of the illustrious [llinoisan in Tug Tar. 
ung Building. Mr. Hurd is somewhat under 
medium height, with snow-white hair and 
mustache, a frank, pleasing face, and an in. 
exhaustible fund of reminiscences. 

“No, he told his friends less than ten days 
before the convention,” continued Mr. Hurd, 
** that he thought his chances of being struck 
by lightmmg were as good as his chance of 
getting the nomination. But Judge David 
Davis and some other stanch friends were 
doing some quiet work for Lincoln. How 
effective it was we all know. 

“My first meeting with Lincoln was ip 
May, 1860, at Decatur, Ill. Follett, Foster 
& Co., publishers of the Ohio State Journal 
at Columbus, sent me out to see Lincoln ig 
regard to the nomination. I carried in 
my pocket a letter of introduction 
from Samuel B. Galloway. Ireached Decatur 
May 11. The next morning I set out to find 
the State convention, which was then about to 
nominate Dick Yates for Govefmor. Van Am. 
berg’s circus happened to be in town, and ag 
there were no halls in the place large h 
to accommodate so‘large a gathering, 
walls of the circus tent were partly let down 
from the top, the animal wagons were run 
out on the prairie, and the delegates took 
their places. 

**T had been commissioned by Follett, Fos- 
ter & Co. to deliver to Lincoln 500 copies of 
the Lincoln- Douglas debate for campaign use, 
The books were neatly bound in morocco, 
The express company refused to deliver the 
books because the circus tent was so faraway, 
so I hunted up a man with a dray, had the 
boxes hauled out and dumped beside the 
speakers’ platform. Then I marched up to 
Lincoln, who was taking an active part in the 
convention, and presented my letter of intro. 
duction.

Never since the world began has the Spain 
“of the New World so covered herself with splen- 
dor and magnificence, so enveloped herself in 
own beautiful bright red, white, and green, 
and 80 entirely given herself up to fast and 
furious fun and feasting as during the festivi- 
ties of Sept. 16. The anniversary of Mexi- 
go's independence was marked by unprec- 
edented enthusiasm. Ancient Tenochtitlan 
on her holiday clothes, and Mexican pa- 
broke out in square acres of paper 
gnd floral decorations, miles of bunting, and 
on thousands of colored lights.

AN IMPERIAL NEWSPAPER WOMAN, 


Empress Catherine Il. of Russia Wrote for 
the Press. 

London Sunday Sun: “In the galaxy,” 
translates a correspondent of Fame from a 
German paper‘ of famous wonien, writers 
of history have long since placed Catherine 
Il. of Russia. That she was an author of no 
mean parts is known to students of Russian 
history, but the fact that she was also a 
journalist is less familiar, 

‘*4 member of the Imperial Russian Society 
has published a paper upon her newspaper 
work. The journal for which she uged her pen 
was the Comrade of the Friends of the Russian 
Language, found by her friend, the Prin- 
cess Deschkopp, in 1783. One of her articies 


ran: | 

+ T leave my domain, truth and fancy, to 
any one who wishes it on the condition that he 
who does accept it continues to write without 
exaggerated phrases and without pretendin 
to be bent to earth under a great weight o 
thought.

LIFE AT VERSAILLES IN THE REIGN 
OF THE SUN KING.

Mme, de Maintenon, Mer Friends and 
Rivals<In the Golden Age of the 
French Monarchy=Influence of the 
King’s Last Favorite Over the Destinies 
ef the French Nation—Portraits and 
Anecdotes of the Time of Louis the 


Fourteenth, 

In the year 1652 in Paris Frangoise d’Au- 
bigné, 17 years of age, was married to the 
burlesque writer Scarron, who was then 42 
years old and a cripple. The girl was beauti- 
ful, of an old family, but was without a 
dowry. The husband also was poor, and was 
so deformed that he used to compare hinself 
to the letter % in the spirit that Alexander 
Pope was dubbed the interrogation point, “a 
crooked little thing that asked questions.” 
When the marriage contract of Scarron and 
Francoise d’Aubigné was drawn up the hus- 
band declared that he acknowledged in his fut- 
ure wife four louis of income, two large and 
roguish eyes. a very fine figure, a pair of beau- 
tiful hands, and much wit. The notary asked 
him what settlement he proposed to make on 
her. He answered, “ Immortality.” 

If this burlesque writer thought that Fran- 
coise d’Aubigné would live in the reflected 
light of his genius he was wofully mistaken, 
for his chief claim to immortality is that he 
conferred his name on this woman who after- 
wards became Mme. de Maintenon and finally 
the wife of Louis XIV. of France, Mme, 
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Scarron made her salon one of the most dis- 
tinguished social centers of Paris. She was 
respected then as was to be her fate through- 
out her romantic life. A young noble of 
the court was heard to say: “If it werea 
question of taking liberties with the Queen 
or with Mme. Scarron I would not deliberate. 
I would sooner take them with the Queen.” 
Even Ninon de Lenclos, Scarron’s friend, 
bowed before such virtue. And yet admirers, 
aspirants, were not lacking to the poet’s wife, 
the Belle Indienne, as people liked to call 
her, the siren of whom Petitot made 
such a charming picture in enamel, and 
whom Mlle. de Seudéry celebrated in en- 
thusiastic terms in her romance, ‘* Clélie,”’ 
under the pseudonym of Lyrianne. Queen 
Christina of Sweden said to Scarron himself 
that she was not surprised to find him the 
gayest man in Paris, in spite of his afflic- 
tions, seeing that he had the most amiable 
wife in Paris. With so good and charming a 
companion the poor poet supported pain 
more patiently than the stoics of antiquity. 
He died in. October, 1660, in Christian 
sentiments, saying on his deathbed: ‘* My 
only regret is that I can leave no property to 
my wife, whom I have every imaginable 
reason to be satisfied with.”’ 
Born in a Prison. 

It was the fortune of the future wife of 
Louis XIV. to be born in a prison—a contrast 
to the palace of Versailles, in which she pasded 
the meridian and close of her life. This 
prison was at Niort, where her father was 
confined for debt. He, when released, took 
his daughter to Martinique, where he sought 
his fortune. He lost what little he had at the 
gaming tablé and died leaving his wife and 
child in poverty. At10 years of age the girl 
returned to France. She was brought up in 
the Protestant religion. Coming under the 
authority of certain of her Roman Catholic 
relatives, she was sent toa convent, where 
she was induced to abjure Protestantism, 
though not without a vigorous resistance. 
It is idle to speculate what effect religion had 
in forming the principles by which she guided 
her life. She seems to have been a virtuous 
woman who persevered in spite of all tempta- 
tions, and would doubtless have been satisfied 
in obscurity if virtue had been its own and 
only reward. Mme. de Maintenon has had 
her enemies, who have charged her with lead- 
ing a life of hypocrisy. The Duke de Noailles 
and M, Théophile Levallée have championed 
her cause and vindicated her character. Now 
comes the present writer, M. Imbert de Saint 
Amand, who breaks a lance in the same cause 
in ** The Court of Louis XIV.,”’ a volume of 
the ‘“* Famous Women of the French Court ” 
series. 

The widow of Scarron might have made a 
rich marriage after her husband’s death, but 
refused the nobleman who made her the of- 
fer. Mme,de Montespan was not yet the 
favorite of the King, but she was a lady of 
the Queen’s palace, and she exerted her influ- 
ence to secure a small pension for Mme. Scar- 
ron. Mme. de Montespan was certainly a 
loyal friend to Mme. Scarron when the latter 
was in the deepest need; hence the charge of 
ingratitude against the future morganatic 
wife of the King. When the circumstances of 
Mme. Searron’s elevation are related each 
reader may judge her conduct for himeelf. 


How She Came to Court, 


In 1670 Mme. de Montespan had long been 
the King’s favorite, and her three children 
(they were made legitimate afterwards in 
1672) required a governess. Mme,de Mon- 
tespan, then in the height of her power, rec- 
ommended her friend Mme. Scarron for the 
place, not —— that she was thus bring- 
ing to court her most powerful rival. The 
King did not at first like the new governess, 
regarding her as a blue stocking, but it was 
not long before he discovered his mistake. 

Mme. de Maintenon, as Mme. Scarron was 
thereafter called, took a wordly motto for the 
watchword of her life. It was equivalent to

Thirteen Years of Power. 


Daughter of the Duke de Mortemart and 
Diana de Grandseigne, she was marri in 
1663 to the Marquis de Montespan, who in- 
troduced her at court. .Her great favor lasted 
thirteen years. The time came, however, 
when she had to humble herself be- 
fore the governess, whom she herself had 
brought to Versailles. 

Mme. de Montespan wasill at ease even before 
that hour of great expiations when she was 
obliged, trembling with rage, to descend the 
mactie staircase of Versailles, never again to 
mount it. Asin the fairy, tales, grand palaces, 
carriages with six horses, diamonds. and splen- 
did attire sprang up under the feet of the re- 
splendent favorite. And yetat the same time, 

me. de Sévigné, always a skilled observer, 
wrote concerning the triumphant woman w 
was the onees of all favors and idolatries: 
“The attachmentis still extreme. enough has 
been made of it to annoy the curé and every one 
else, but perhaps not enovgh for her, for there is 
something sad underneath her external 
triumph. 

The rival who, contrary to all expectation, sup- 
planted Mme. de Montespan, the prodigiousiy 
clever woman who, according to a very just ex- 
pression of M. Capefigue, was for so many years 
the sick nurse of a soul worn out with pride, 
love, and glory, Mme. de Maintenon wrote in the 
midst of her own splendorto Mme. de la Maison- 
fort: *“ Why cannot I givé you my experience! 
Why cannot I make you see the ennui which de- 
yours the great, and the troubles that fill their 
days! Do you not see that lam dying of sadness 
in a fortune which could not be easily imagined? 
I have been young and pretty; I have enjoyed 
pleasures; I have spent years in intellectual in- 
tercourse ; I have arrived at favor, and I protest 
to you, my dear child, that all conditions leave a 
frightful void.”’ 

The first really profound impression that 
Mme. de Maintenon made on Louis XIV. was 
by an evidence of her sensibility. Seeing that 
her grief at the death of Mime. de Montespan’s 
eldest child had made her thin, ‘‘She knows 
how to love,” said he; “it would bea pleasure 
to be loved by her.”’ 

Her Influence for Good. 


There can be no doubt that as long as the 
Queen lived Mme. de Maintenon_ strove. to 
make the King faithful to her. The Queen 
died in 1683, and the following year was cele- 
brated the private marriage which made 
Mme. de Maintenon his morganatic wife. 
Louis XIV. had reached that age when he was 
satiated with worldly vanities, and he found 
in Mme. de Maintenon the mental and moral 
companionship which he needed. The pres- 
ent author claims that the influence of this 
last favorite was entirely for good. 

Even Saint-Simon, her pitiless detractor, is 
obliged to admit “ that she had much wit, in- 
comparable grace, an easy and sometimes & re- 
served and deferential air, together with a 
manner of speech which was gentile, just, well-

ON JEFF DAVIS’ RECOMMENDATION. 


President Lincoln Appointed a Young Mis- 
sissippian to a Cadetship. 


Washington Post: An interesting anecdote 
of President Lincoln is told by Mr. C. Eaton 
Creecy, the well-known lawyer of this city 
who was chief of the appointment division of 
the Treasury Department during the admin- 
a of President Johnson. 

r.C , who was born in the City of 
Vieksburg, Mis. held the position of aaneinn i 
ger to Secretary of the Treasury just 
a to the close of the Buchanan Adminis. 

ration. Being of an ambitious turn of mind 
he made application to President Buchanan 
to be appointed from Mississippi as cadet-at- 
large to the Military Academy at West Point. 
is. mother, who was an energetic little 
Southern woman, entered heartily into her 
son’s ambition and obtained the reeommenda- 
tion of the Hon. Otho R. Singleton, L. Q. C. 
Lamar, and other friends of her deceased 
husband in favor of her son’s appointment, 
pers were filed, but one very strong 
letter from Senator Jefferson Davis was not, 
because it was received just prior to the se- 
cession of Mississippi, and Mi: . Creecy did 
not press her son’s application. 

In the fall of 1861, when the war was in 
full blast and a number of vacancies existing 
in the Military Academy from the State of 
Mississippi, Mrs. Creecy determined to intro- 
duce herself to President Lincoln and ask 
him toappoint her son. She was received 
very tely by the President, who listened 
kindly and attentively to her. When she had 
concluded her statement he said: 

“Madam, you have the appearance and 
bearing of a lady, but what evidence have I 
that you are not an impostor? I have so 
many of that class of people calling upon me 
every day thatI am compelled to be very 
careful; and while I do not wigh you to infer 
that I doubt you, yet I must have some evi- 
dénce that you are from Mississippi, and that 
your family is of standing and respectability, 
before I can consider the application you have 
made for your s0n’s appointment.” - : 

The little lady was wholly disconcerted by 
this unexpected turn of affairs. She little 
dteamed that any one would question her 
truthfuiness or her respectability. So she left 
the Presidential presence véry much dis 
turbed, remarking that she did not see how 
shie would be able to go to Mississippi paepage 
the army lines to get the evidence that Mr. 
Lincoln required. 

A happy thought occurred to her during the 
evening, and she resurrected the recommend- 
ation of United States Senator Jefferson 
Davis, and triumphantly carried it up to 
President Lincoln next day. He received 
her with a smile, and said: 

“tT know .by your countenance, madam, 
"that ‘you have brought the necessary evi- 
dence,” - , 

‘Yes, Mr. President,’ she said, “I have 
brought you a letter from an old friend of 
my husband, which I think will satisfy you,”’ 
and she handed him Jefferson Davis’ letter. 

For a few seconds the President seemed 
unable to state whet his opinion was upon the 
recommendation, but he finally said to her: 

‘* Madam, the evidence that you have sub- 
mitted to me is entirely satisfactory, and I 
will appoint your son, but on une condition, 
however, and that is that it is not to be known 
to any one but you and [ that 1 did so upon 
the recommendation ot Jefferson Davis.”’ 

The appointment was ordered, but circum- 
stances occurred soon thereafter which pre- 
vented Mr. Creecy from accepting it. 


AS TO THE ORIGIN OF ANTHRACITE, 


A Probable Solution of One of the Long- 
Standing Mysteries of Science. 

The Independent: The main difference be- 

tween anthracits and bituminous coal is that 

the former is devoid of volatile matter. Here- 


tofore the theory generally accepted to ac- 
count for this difference was that presented a 
half century ago by Prof. Rogers, while con- 
ducting the first geological survey of 
Pennsylvania, Observing that the an- 
thracite beds lay in the eastern part of 
the State, in close proximity to the Archean 
axis of elevation, he surm eoal 
beds had,so to speak, been “coked ” upon 
the elevation of the Appalachian chain; that 
is, he supposed that the heat and pressure ac- 
companying the Appalachian elevation, act- 
i most vigorously near the axis, had dis- 
tilled and removed the volatile matter of the 
coal-beds nearest it. 

To adjust ‘the theory to increasing facts, 
Prof. Lesley added the supposition that the 
heat involved fin this theory was brought up 
by conduction when the superincumbent lay- 
ers of rock were extremely thick, which have 
since been mainly removed by the erosive 

cies which have been active over the re- 
gion for milligns of years. 

The inadequacy of these theories has le@ 
Prof. J. J, Stevenson of the University of 
New York t ee another and simpler 
theory, wh was ably defended by him at 
the recent meeting of the Geological Society 
of America. 

He would ‘account for the lack of volatile 
matter th anthracite coal by the simple fact 
that it had been longer exposed to that kind 
of decay which takes place in vegetable mat- 
ter when immersed in water; and which con- 
sists chiefly in the loss of the hydrocarbons 
which constitute the- volatile elements . in 
bituminous coal. On this supposition the 
anthracite beds are those which were formed 
eatliest in the swamps and lagoons of the 
carboniferous period and remained longest 
devoid of the covering of sedimentary depos- 
its which subsequently preserved them from 
further change. 

This theory is confirmed by the fact that 
there is no such strict relation of the anthra- 
cite beds to the Appalachian axis of elevation 
as Prof. had sup » and by man 
other considerations which Prof. Stevenson 
about to publish. This simple cause seems 
Sel oukiintakees. aes af.

One is now speaking, not in the 
technical sense of acting, but especially of 
the conceptions of character which took on a 
French instead of an Anglo-Saxon coloring, 
One can well understand why Parisians were

Petruchio as in other réles of his repertory; 
his elocution is harmonious; the mechanism 
of his artisas perfect as it generally is; but 
one thinks he misses qualities in Petruchio 
which would ennoble it.

magnify a Shakspearean character. In other 
words, there is try in Petruchio despite 
his domineering disposition, and one finds the 
impersonation of M. Coquelin essentially pro- 
saic, matter-of-fact, of the earth earthy.

M. Coquelin did 
much that was beautiful; his recital of the 
ballad in an elocutionary sense was irreproach- 
able. It was an actor interpreting a poet; 
but it required an actor plus a t. to inter- 
pret that ballad. One enjoyed the musical 
flow of the lines; the exquisite modulation 


in which there was no; appearance 
of effort—but one missed the: 
subtle irony that Gringoire infused 


into his numbers, the bitterness of soul that 
should have bubbled up through the verbal 
sweetness. What humor there is in the rdéle 
was displayed to the best advantage; one} 
never saw an actor with greater objectivity 
than M, Coquelin; no one exceils him in the 
art of making his lines * tell’’; and one can 
laugh with him, but one finds it difficult and 
sometimes impossible to weep with him.

David Henderson’s Famous Chicago Opera- 
? House Burlesque Still Good. 

Quite the most elaborate venture that 
David Henderson has made in the field of 
burlesque was safely launched at the Chicago 
Opera-House last Thursday evening in the re- 
vival of ** Sinbad,” and for his success in the 
undertaking no congratulations,no matter how 
effusive, will go undeserved. The production, 
which was fully described in the columns of Tue 
Tripung Friday morning, was brilliant and 
effective, and in spite of its magnitude there 
is little doubt of its containing the seeds of 
financial success, Soon it will be taken across 
the continent and at each city in which it will 
be presented it will tell the story of Chicago 
enterprise. 

he value of Mr, Henderson’s work—for it 
has a value—should not be underestimated. 
Its aim is pleasure pure and simple, yet it ac- 
complishes more. Any harmless stage pro- 
duction, if it has the power toiift a tired mind 
out of workaday hurndrum and send it soaring 
on the wings of the imagination far away from 
the cares and realities of the day, accom- 
pan good end. Such spectacles as Mr. 

enderson creates are good tonics for the 
mental illsof pessimism and worry. They 
transport one to the land of the elfs and fair- 
ies, where children long to dwell, and, as we 
are all children ina part of our desires and 
aspirations. we willingly lend ourselves to 
their influences. “Anything that can 
make one laugh has somethi good 
in it,”’ runs an old erman 
proverb and “Sinbad” can certainly do 
this. refore it is good, for it not only 
creates laughter, which is the outward mani- 
festation of enjoyment, but it sustains it. 

In scenery and illusion and glittering effects 
**Sinbad”’ is immensely effective even at 
the Chi Opera-House, The music and 
songs are diverting, and the dialogue, which, 
however, does not hold steadily to its stand- 
ard, is interestmg. The dancing of 
the ballet does not appear to improve 
upon “Ali Baba’’—here one degen- 
erates into comparison—but it is never- 
theless good. The solo dancing, however, 
is unusually graceful and beautiful for its 
rhythm and poetry of motion. costumes 
exceed any of Mr. Henderson’s previous at- 
tempts in this line, which is saying much. 
There is no gaudiness of color, no clashing of 
hues, for Mr. Henderson’s taste in these mat- 
ters is the best. Burlesques are usually writ- 
ten and whipped into shape after the first per- 
formances before the public, but in the case 
of the revival of “ Sinbad *’ this is not true. 
The first performance, was given with. a full- 
ness and completeness that was surprising. 

Another matter for which Mr. ew 
should be comme was that he did not 
produce “Sinbad ” until the piece was en- 
tirely ready for production. There was order 
and not chaos. One has not forgotten the 
first performance of another great 
spectacle which lasted until the early 
hours of the morning. The curtain arose 
at 8:10 o’clock and descended upon the 
transformation at 11:10, which is unusual 
for a.first production of a play containing a 
cast of even thirty instead of nearly 300 


people. 

The members of the cast of “ Sinbad ” are 
all well chosen except in one or two in- 
stances. Miss Louise Royce, the most con- 
spicuous of the new comers, was sufficient in 
the title role although her work is quite sure 
to improve. Miss Frankie M. Raymond, who 
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plays the réle of Ninetta, which would have 
en by Miss Ida Mulle had 
she been retained, carried off her full 
allotment of honors, albeit she has neither an 
agreeable nor a strong voice, Her presence on 
the stage is alwaysa pleasure which is im- 
proved by the tasteful and handsome costumes 
she wears. Here isan example of the dis- 
cipline and thorough instruction which pre- 
vail in Mr. Henderson’s organization. ot 
long ago*Miss Raymond sang in the chorus, 
as obscure asany of her 300 companions. 
Mr, Henderson soon discovered her abilities

LADY WINDERMERE’S FAN, 


Oscar Wilde’s Latest Bundle of Sarcasm 
and Wit Comes to the Schiller. 

The remark that * mortals desire most 
what they are unable to get” is doubtful 
logic, and perhaps for that reason is entirely 
worthy of Oscar Wilde. Charles Frohman, 
who handles a part of Mr. Wilde’s dramatic 
product, appears to be fully in sympathy with 
the fallacy from the mauner in which he has 
handled *‘ Lady WiJdermere’s Fan” in rela- 
tion to Chicago. He has kept Mr. Wilde’s 
bundle of cynicisms carefully housed in the 
East while floous of paragraphs commenting 
Wen injcolel "toto. ‘Chlengo” nfenpapers 

n inj nto cago newspapers. 
However, after a year has passed and Chi- 
eago has come into a heretofore unknown 
surfeit of dramatic enjoyment, 

rmitted his treasure to escape from New

uarrel with Mr. Frohman, for ‘“ Lady 

indermere’s Fan”’ has not been seriously 
missed, Atthe same time Chicago appre-

One may goto the Schiller expecting to 
hear and see an exhibition of verbal pyro- 
technics, an epigram matching tourney, for 
Mr. Wilde writes the best dialogue that play- 
makers are writing in England today. 
This dialogue, like the rocket, may 
go up in a blaze of glory and end in 
nothingness when a “—— - light is 
cast upon it, but, like the rocket, it is only 
intended to be used where there is no strong 
light. Miss Virginia Harned, who is in the 
role of Mrs. Erlynne, has the greatest num- 
ber of witty things to aay, and her support is 
said to be capable of doing justice to the 
keenness of Mr. Wilde’s biting lines. ** Lady 
Windermere’s Fan ”’ is sure to be an interest- 
ing study, for it is well known that its au. 
thor is a gilded humbug, but a gilded hum- 
bug for revenue only.

REMAINS OF THE RULERS OF FRANCE. 


Their Bones Have Lain for Years Unburied 
in a Room in Paris, 

A few months ago it was reportéd in some 
of the French papers that the bones of the 
Kings and Queens of France were left neg- 
lected in the store-rooms of one of the pub- 
lic buildings of Paris, and the Figdro was the 
first to call, in the name of decency, for their 
respectful reinterment. The Vie Contem- 
.poraine now takes up the subject and gives 
the first detailed account of the violation of 
the royal tombs during the Reign of Terror. 

In the vaults of the Church of St. Denis, 
resting under the statues which represented 
them, fifty Kings of France and fifty Queens 
slept the eternal sleep in the religious peace 
of the basilica. From Dagobert I, down to 
Francis I,, Henry 1V., Louis XIII., and Louis 
XIV., the Kings all reposed there in the an- 
cient vaults. The tombsin the chapels and 
in the crypt became so numerous’ that there 
was no longer any room forone more royal 

rpse when the revolution burst out. 

e convention at first ordered the destruc- 
tion of the tombs and afterwards the viola- 
tion of the coffins. The 6th of August, 1793.

Upon each coffin there was an inscription 
upon a plate of lead or copper. |They were 
torn off. One of them, ‘that of Louis XIV., 
was found again in 1820 in the shbp of a bra. 
“vier, who used it as a saucepan. Some of the 
bones were thrown into the cemetery, but the 
greatest portion of them remained in the cof- 
fins. In three days, 6th, 7th, and 8th of 
August, fiftyjone tombs were destroyed. The 
news was angounced ail over the country and 
the event was celebrated by the feast of the 
Oth of Augpst. For all that, it was consid- 
ered that this “revenge” was not sufficient.

SNAKE AND EAGLE FIGHT IN MIDAIR. 


Remarkable Story Related by a Veracious 
Man in Arizona. 

Prescott (Ari.) Courier: J. H. Lee came 
in yesterday from the ranch west of Prescott 
and related.a strange story. In the mountain 
crags near the ranch several families of 
American eagies have for years reared 
their fearless brood, and have, in the main, 
been unmolested, their chief prey being 
‘snakes and other reptiles unwelcome to 
man. In the same section a species of snake 
known hereabouts as the whipsnake is also 
common, The snakes are of the long. slim 
variety, seldom larger than a good-sized 
walking-stick, but ranging in length all the way 
from four to ten feet. They are not consid- 
ered: poisonous, but, like the boa constrictor 
species, wind around their prey and crush 
it, and their squeezing powers are said to be 
somewhat wonderful. So swift are these 
snakes that they disappear unharmed when 
struck with a stick, like the shadow of a fly- 
ing bird, 

A few days ago Mr. Lee’s sons were hunt- 
ing through the forest near the ranch when 
they saw a great eagle which was sailing in 
midair suddenly dart to the earth, heard a flut- 
ter in the brush, a piercing scream, and the 
bird rose above the pinetops with an ‘unusu- 
ally long whip snake dangling from his beak. 
The eagie held the snake just behind the head 
and rose rapidly. The snake seemed to be 
making ineffectual efforts to draw its dang- 
ling body up to coil around the eagle. The 
eagle was soon in midair’and the snake could 
not be seen, but it was evident a mortal com- 
bat was taking place, for the bird would rise 
and fall and emit occasional screams as if 
in pain, and in a few minutes was seen 
rapidly descending earthward, turning over 
and over in its flight and flapping one wing 
vigorously, the other seeming to be held out 
stationary. But nothing could be seen of the 
snake. The bird struck the ground with 
somewhat ofa thud near the boys, who hur- 
ried to the place; where they found the eagle 
with a death grip on the snake just back of 
the reptile’s head, while the snake had coiled 
round and round its assailant’s body, crushing 
the bird all out of shape and breaking one 
wing entirely. 

The boys killed and unwound the snake, 
while the dogs went forthe eagle and soon 
killed it; not, however, before the bird had 
almost torn the nose from one of the dogs 
with his beak.
